This is the day that didn’t 
quite make it. It’s a stepchild 
sort of day. and it came up 26 
seconds short. 


It’s on account of J u l i u s 
Caesar and Pope Gregory XIII. 
Or maybe it would be fairer to 
say it’s on account of the earth 
and the sun. 


Nobody has ever been able 
to figure out a perfect calen­ 
dar. This is because the earth ’s 
orbit around the sum is not in 
« n even multiple of its revolu­ 
tion on its axis. 


The calendar in use at the 
tim e Julius Caesar came to 
power in Rome was ’way off. 
Things had got so bad that the 
m idw inter festival was in the 


fall, and the autum n festival 
in midsummer. Something had 
to be done about it. 


Julius put his astronom ers to 
work. They figured the earth 
took 365 Va days to go through 
its complete cycle of seasons. 
So they came up with a calen­ 
der of 365 days divided into 12 
months, 
with 
an 
extra 
day 
tacked on every four years. 
The extra day was called bis- 
sexto calendas (Leap Y ear Day 
to you). That was in 45 B.C. 


Julius put his own name on 
the new calendar, of course, 
and because Rome was the rul­ 
ing 
center 
of 
the 
western 
world in those days, his Julian 
calendar came to be adopted 


all over Europe. 


Now, 
Julius’s 
astronomers 
were pretty good men for their 
time. But that extra day every 
four years soon got things out 
of kilter again, calendar-wise— 
because the earth does not take 
quite 36514 days to go around 
the sun. 


By the time Pope Gregory 
came along, 16 centuries later, 
the Julian calendar was wrong 
by 10 days. 


Gregory 
fixed 
that — he 
thought. He ordered that leap 
year be dropped in all centen­ 
nial years except those which 
are multiples of 400. And then 
he set the calendar back 10 
days 
to 
get 
things 
straight 


again. That was in 1582. 
Since the Pope in Rome was 
the ecclesiastical boss of the 
w estern world in those days, 
Gregory’s calendar came to be 
adopted throughout the west­ 
ern world. Great Britain and 
her colonies (including those 
in America) adopted it in 1752. 
(About the last holdout, inci­ 
dentally, was Russia, w h i c h 
clung to the Julian version un­ 
til after the Bolsheviks took 
over—-causing 
the 
“October 
revolution” to be fought in No­ 
vember.) 


Gregory did the best job yet. 
But he didn't quite make things 
right. 


It takes the earth 365 da vs 


5 hours 48 minutes 46 seconds 
to go around the sun. G reg­ 
ory's calendar, with the leap 
year adjustm ents, figures out 
at 365 days 5 hours 49 m inutes 
12 seconds. T hat’s 26 seconds 
too long. 
So Leap Year is still 26 sec­ 
onds short of fixing things. As 
near as 1 can figure it. the cal­ 
endar is now out 2 hours 45 
minutes 32 seconds since Pope 
Gregory tried to set it right. 
By the year 4905, it figures 
to be out a whole day. So may­ 
be whoever is the boss man 
then cr.n decree that the next 
Leap Year Day be skipped thus 
setting things right again. 
That is, if th e re ’s anybody 
still around by that time.

T error has gone from the 
lives of the Russian people, and 
the average citizen is living 
much better than he did 10 
years ago, a veteran foreign 
correspondent d e c l a r e d last 
night at the College of Marin. 
Associated Press w riter Eddy 
Gilmore said the disappearance 
of terro r was the g r e a t e s t 
single change in the S o v i e t 
Union since the death of Stalin 
in 1953. 
Gilmore returned to Russia 
last year, 10 years after he 
completed 12 years as Asso- 
rraterl 
o r t e r im rtf 
Bureau Chief in Moscow. His 
recent assignm ent was to com­ 
pare the Russia of Soviet P re­ 
m ier Nikita K hrushchev with 
that of Stalin. 
H e a n d his 
Russian-born 
wife, a form er ballerina, spent 
two months in the country, and 
in that time visited more pri­ 
vate Russian homes than in his 
12 years as a correspondent 
there. 
“ We were told to go where 
we liked, within the confines 
laid down for foreigners,” Gil­ 
more said. He was “amazed at 
the frankness” of citizens. 
One man told him that when 
someoone knocked on the door 
at 2 a.m. he no longer reached 
for his “ Siberian t r a v e l i n g 
clothes’’ because it would not 
be the secret police but friends. 
Stalin’s death b r o u g h t a 
“ quiet but startling revolution” 
in the lives of the people, Gil­ 
more said. T here are still secret 
police but citizens no longer go 
to prison “at the whim of a 
dictator," he added. 
The reporter was told that if 
the Communist Party is to re­ 
ceive the respect of the people 
it must disassociate itself from 


terror. Young men want an ex­ 
planation of a C o m m u n i s t 
Party system that gave birth to 
Slalin’s despotism of 25 years, 
he said. 
Gilmore found the price of 
food and most items “shocking­ 
ly high.” But nothing like when 
he left the country 10 years 
earlier. He noted a “rem arkable 
upswing in the standard of 
living.”

SEW SIMPLE 
Extend Short Arrows With 
Crayon For A Straight Line 


By EUNICE FARMER 
“ Knowing how important it 
Is to keep the straight of goods’ 
arrows on your pattern even 
with the grain line of material, 
why is such a short line marked 
on the pattern?” Mrs. W. A. G. 
Dear Mrs. W. A. G.i 
The first sewing teacher I 
ever went to had a great idea 
for this very thing and 1 find 
myself doing this automatical­ 
ly today. After removing the 
pattern from the envelope, take 
a yardstick and continue the 
arrow on the pattern from one 
end to the other with a crayon. 
She also suggested making a 
circle with crayon around each 
word “ fold” on your pattern so 
that you wouldn’t slip up and 
cut these pieces on the selvage 
instead of the fold.

and $6 or more and I am won­ 
dering if I can make one?”

Dear Mrs. M. A. A.: 
A smoke ring is a very attrac­ 
tive accessory that should be 
made out of a soft fabric such 
as silk or chiffon. It could be 
a print which would really perk 
up your suit or dress 
Follow the sketch for cutting 
instructions,

vary. After cutting, fold the 
length of the scarf (right side 
inside) and machine stitch to 
within two inches of each of the 
short ends. Trim the seam al­ 
lowance to one-fourth inch and 
turn right side out. Pin the two 
ends together and 
machine 


stitch. Press this scam open 
The last step is to slip-stitch the 
edge of the scarf that was left 
open. A smoke ring is to be 
worn casually, with or without 
a decorative pin to hold in 
place.

Hard To See How Paper 
Can Be Calied Monopoly 


“ IS A NEWSPAPER monopoly a 
good thing tor the community0" 
That is a question that I-.I people 
hear occasionally. It is asked by per­ 
sons who view the l-.l as a monopoly 
and resent it. 
A more realistic question would 
he, ‘i s the l-.l a monopoly? 
or “Can 
any newspaper heroine a monopoly 
in this day and age?" 
There was a time back before World 
W ar II when communities weren't so 
highly “organizationalized " When a 
fellow came home from work, there 
was little demand for his time at various 
evening meetings of organizations tor 
this or that purpose. 
He could plop into his favorite chair 
and spend the evening reading, start­ 
ing with the evening paper, and per­ 
haps listening to a radio program or 
two. 
But that was long ago. 
Now the telephone rings with an in­ 
vitation to attend a neighborhood meet­ 
ing to protest something or other be­ 
fore 
the 
planning 
commission, 
the 
school board or other agency. 
Meetings, meetings, meetings. 
Whoever gets to stay home and read 
anymore? 
When you do get to stay home, there 
is television. It is a serious competitor 
for reading time. It probably accounts 
in large part for the serious decline in 
circulation and readership of national 
magazines in the U.S.A. 
So much for the competition for the 
reader’s time. 


TAKE A LOOK at the advertising 
dollar. 
Newspapers got the lio n 's share of 
national a d v e rtin g money back in the 
1920s before radio cut in. M a g a z in e s 
and billboards got some, but mostly it 
was spent with newspapers. 
Radio took a big chunk of it away 
from newspapers in the late 20s and 
early 1930s. Television just about fin­ 
ished the job in the late 1940s and 
early 50s. 
Newspapers still get some national 
advertising and *he advertisers get re­ 
sults from newspaper advertising, but 
the glamor ol the “idiot box" seems to 
have more influence on some advert i - 
ers than do the solid facts on which 
newspapers depend to carry their sales 
pitch. 
So the lion - shaie ot nation,; adver* 


tising money goes nowadays to TV. 
Newspapers get the crumbs, by com­ 
parison. 


THE COMPETITION for local adver­ 
tising dollars is stiff. 
Heal estate olfices of Marin spend 
more money advertising in San F ran­ 
cisco newspaper classified sections than 
they spend in the l-.l. despite real estate 
sales statistics showing that the m ajor­ 
ity of buyers are already residents of 
Marin when they buy here. 
But the large San Francisco news­ 
papers with infinitely greater resources 
than the l-.l are able to field sales forces 
here in Marin which more than offset 
the hard facts on which the I-.J must 
largely depend. 
Radio and TV pick tip a part of the 
total Marin advertising dollar, as you 
know if you pay any attention to Bay 
Area radio or TV commercials. 
More than half a dozen weekly news­ 
papers and some shopping news throw­ 
aways are produced in Marin; all have 
advertising salesmen selling with vary­ 
ing degrees of success in competition 
with the I-J. 


A NEWSPAPER CANNOT get ap­ 
preciable gains in circulation without 
an active circulation sales effort. 
The I-.J depends largely on its 600- 
plus newspaperboys. The resources of 
the large San Francisco newspapers en­ 
able them to field sizeable forces of 
“old pro" solicitors and it has been 
their custom in the past few years to 
try to outdo each other w ith give-aways. 
\ll this constitutes competition for 
the I-J. 


IS THE l-l COMPLAINING I about the 
competition? 
NO. It is healthy. It keeps us on our 
toes. The people of the county probably 
profit a bit from this. 
Competition hasn’t hurt the I-J. It 
probably has made it necessary for the 
I-J to accelerate its schedule of improve­ 
ments. Our readers enjoy the fruits of 
this result, too. 


IN LIGHT OF THE lads, it is hardly 
justifiable to refer to the I-J as a 
monopoly. 
But it is so regarded nonetheless. 
And at times it gets tiresome to ob­ 
serve this misconception seemingly liv­ 
ing on forever.

To Be Friend Indeed

“ If there’s anything I can 
do for you, be sure to let me 
know.” 


Most of us have rattled off 
that sentence many times. It’s 
the conventional thing to say 
to a friend who has been be­ 
reaved, or has a serious illness 
in the family, or is in some 
other kind of trouble. 


But it’s usually an empty 
gesture. The offer sounds mag­ 
nanimous, and it can be made 
with relative safety because 
few people are likely to take 
you up on it. 


If you really want to help 
bear the burden of a friend 
in trouble, you won’t stop with 
a vague offer to “do anything.” 
You’ll actually do something. 
What you do is less important 
than the fact you perform a 
concrete act of kindness. 


This advice comes from an 
extraordinarily sensitive and 
thoughtful 
article 
published 
by Presbyterian Life magazine. 
The article is signed by “Joan 
Richards,” which is the pseu­ 
donym of a great Christian 
woman who has suffered much 
in recent months because of 
the 
protracted 
illness of a 
loved one. 


From her own experiences, 
“Joan Richards” has distilled 
several very 
practical, very 
specific suggestions on how to 
help a friend in trouble. 


This is what she says: 
1. “Go to see your friend, 
especially if, because of ill­ 
ness, he is cut off from the 
world. It is generally better to 
telephone before you go. Don’t 
stay long. And don’t feel that 
you have to take flowers, books 
or jellied soup to be welcome.” 
2. While you're there, look 
around and see what practical 
needs the family may have 
that you are in a position to 
meet. Usually “you can spot 
helpful things you can do — j 
running errands, sitting with 
the patient, inviting the chil-i 
dren to a meal.” 
If you do. 
“make a specific offer to do 
them.”

Kent Weaver, 
17-year-old 
junior at Sir Francis Drake 
High School in San Anselmo, 
is totally blind But he needs 
no aid as he follows a regular 
school day, with the same 
classes and homework as any 
Drake student. He uses nei­ 
ther cane nor guide dog. 
KENT 
TAKES 
notes 
in 


class with a slate and stylus 
or a minature braille type­ 
writer. Most of his reading 
assignments are available on 
records or tapes. 
“The 
only 
problem" 
he 
says.” is getting a point em­ 
phasized 
or 
repeated 
for 
clarification. My mother will 
usually read to me, though, 
when 1 need help." 
Kent did not lose his sight 
completely until the end of 
his freshman year at Drake. 
He knows his way around the 
corridors well and walks with 
assurance. 


“DRAKE IS built 
ideally 
for a blind person,” he ex­ 
plains. “With all the tunnels 
and 
semi-enclosed 
h a l l s , 
sound guides me completely." 
Occasionaly 
Kent 
has to 
count his steps, but for the 


most part he needs no such 
“crutch." 
“Once I day-dreamed when 
I was walking and crashed 
into a cement wall,” he laughs 
Kent. “It’s difficult to con­ 
centrate only on walking. 
Kent has developed what 
he calls “ a type of sonar." 
This 
often 
causes 
him 
to 
sense an object in his path 
and stop short. To a bystand­ 
er this habit can be surpris­ 
ing, because every action is 
completely natural. 


MUSIC

dominate Kent’s spare time. 
He plays the piano by ear 
and has picked up techniques 
from 
Ralph 
Sutton, 
famed 
jazz pianist. Kent also plays, 
first trombone in Drake’s Pep 
Band and the advanced band 
class. 


“Mr. Smith (Perry Smith, 
Drake

teacher) 
has 
really encouraged me," says 
Kent. “I’d get so mad when 
I couldn't quite remember 
the notes of a piece that I’d 
practice for hours." 
Kent, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walt Weaver, lagunitas, is 
planning to take the five- 
year music course offered at 
San Francisco State and pos­ 
sibly become a teacher at the 
California State School for 
the Blind. He feels that a 
music program is needed as 
part of the blind students’ 
curriculum to provide out­ 
side activities.

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The Dipsea Trail Is For Painting 


Ted Christensen Is Neither 
Hiker 
Nor A Runner; He's A Landscape Artist 


By ELIZABETH LEWIS 


To most people, the Dipsea 
Trail is for hiking—or avoid­ 
ing. 
To the more athletic, one 
day a year, in August, the 
date of the famed and fat­ 
iguing Dipsea Race, it be­ 
comes a route for running__ 
and collapsing. 
But 
to 
Ted Christensen, 
Mill Valley artist, the Dipsea 
Trail is for painting. 


CHRISTENSEN’S stu d io - 


“Fog Farm,” he calls it— 
overlooks the runners’ night­ 
mare at a point where the 
trail climbs the shoulder of 
Mt. Tamalpais. 
But frequently Christensen 
is out of the studio and onto 
the trail itself, looking for an 
advantageous 
spot 
f r o m 
which to begin still another 
canvas in his series of land­ 
scapes of scenes along and on 
the Dipsea Trail.

that output he has selected 
30 oils for a current showing 
of his work at the Sand Dollar 
Gallery on Stinson’s Beach’s 
Main Street. 
The show, which continues 
through 
March 
29 and 
is 
open daily from 10 a.m. to 
6 p.m. except Mondays, over­ 
flows into the new Farralon 
Fast Restaurant across the 
street. 
The work on display goes 
back over a decade when 
Christensen first was struck 
by the logic of the Dipsea 
Trail as a subject for his 
paints and brushes. 


THE TRAIL had its origin 
in the 1800s as a hikers’ path­ 
way and came by its name 
because, at the turn of the 
century, 
members 
of 
the 
Olympic 
Club 
would 
hike 
over it, beginning at Mill Val­ 
ley. to Stinson Beach, then 
called Willow Camp, and take 
a dip in the sea water at the 
trail's end. 
In 1904 two of the Olympic 
Club hikers stepped up the 
pace and raced each other 
“for the fun of it” over the 
rugged course. 
That first footrace pitted 
Charles Boas against Alfons 
Coney, 
with 
the 
f o r m e r 
emerging the victor. 


TII A T 
NEXT 
weekend, 
around a roaring fireplace in 
Coney s cabin on Mt. Tam. 
the 
Dipsea 
Indians 
were 
formed with the objective of 
conducting races every Aug­ 
ust over the trail. 
The race was run annually 
for 27 years, then died of 
apathy in 1932 and 1933 to 
be revived in 1934 under now 
sponsorship. 
Again 
during 
World War II the event was 
abandoned 
temporarily 
but 


f 


the races were resumed in 
1946. 
Artist Christensen is not 
one bit interested in the race, 
nor in the trail’s colorful his­ 
tory. 


WHAT HE is interested in 
is its geography. 
Runners have described it 
as “seven miles of imagin­ 
ative hell.” But the very ter­ 
rain that makes it such a 
grueling test for the athletes 
also makes it ideal subject 
matter for the landscape art­ 
ist. 
The trail 
begins with a 
short jog from Lytton Square 
in the center of Mill Valley 
to and up the 433 steps that 
climb from the valley floor. 
Following the Dipsea signs, 
the trail rises steeply to the 
top of a ridge overlooking the 
Mill Valley-Muir Woods Road, 
runs along the road and then 
down to the quiet woods. Out 
of 
Muir Woods, 
it 
climbs 
again 
over 
a 
leaf-strewn 
and slippery trail and then 
up a long “hog's back.” At 
I*°ne 
Tree, 
it 
dives 
down 
through fences and farms to 
Stinson Beach and the finish 
line.

A videotape recorder will* 
allow a user to connect the 
recorder to his TV set and 
record the picture as well 
as the sound on a tape. Then 
by rewinding and playing 
the tape back through his 
TV set, lie can watch the 
program again or store it 
away for future \ lowing. 
The present videotape re­ 
corders used in network TV 
studios cost approximately 
$20,000 each. Other units 
recently placed on the 
market for semi-profession­ 
al use bv schools, institu­ 
tions and industry*, sell for 
about $11,500. It lias been 
rumored that a number of 
m an u facturers — A nip ex. 
M in n eso ta M in in g anu 
M anufacturing C o., RCA, 
Sony, and others art; work­ 
ing to produce a videotape 
recorder for home use for 
under$500. 
The British model demon­ 
strated used */•” tape, as is 
used in standard tape re­ 
corders, and the unit will 
accept reels up to 11W* in 
diameter. By using triple 
play Mylar tape on the 11W* 
reels, the recording time 
will i»e 22 minutes in each 
direction. 
A reel of tape may cost 
from $15 to $10 depending 
on the quality of the tape.

It takes considerable au­ 
dacity to set one self up as 
a political pundit. But col­ 
umnist Joseph Alsop demon­ 
strates an extra measure of 
that trait in his new book. 
From the Silent Earth.’* 
He not only invades the 
realms of the archaeologist 
and the historian in his work 
subtitled “ A Report on the 
Greek Bronze Age.” but dares 
to take issue with and expose 
ttie foibles of the profession­ 
als. 


The result is a book which 
t hrows c o n s i d e r a b l e light 
upon one of history's most 
s h a d o w y eras and which 
should stimulate lay interest 
in a subject which in the past 
has been confined largely to 
musty, scholarly tomes with 
little general appeal. 
Alsop, long an enthusiastic 
amateur student of archaeol­ 
ogy and ancient history, is 
concerned in “ From the Si­ 
lent Earth” with Greek his­ 
tory of about 300« B.C 
to 
about 1000 B.C. His already 
keen interest in the period 
r e a c h e d fe\ er proportions 
after a visit with Prof. Carl F. 
Blegen to the excavations at 
I’>Ios which so disrupted and 
disputed many previous arch­ 
aeological holdings. The book 
"a s largely an outgrowth of 
that trip, followed as it was 
by intense research on the 
subject. 
Alsop chronicles the contri­ 
butions of all the major arch­ 
aeologists, philologists a n d 
other s c i e n t i s t s u ho have 
probed into the mysteries of 
the Greek Bronze Age, point­ 
ing out also the contradictious 
and the inconsistencies of so 
many of their interpretations 
of their findings and their 
theories. 
He provides fasci­ 
nating descriptions of these 
nicn and of their work. He 
tells what is known and what 
IN suspected of the history ol 
life of the times And in those 
still dark areas where little 
knowledge has penetrated or 
in which there is "idesprcad 
disagreement, he dares to of 
icr some theories or specula 


tions of his own 


Such questions as the re­ 
liability of Homer as a histor­ 
ian arise. 
The development 
of the co m p le x G r e e k 
bureaucracy n a t u r a l l y in­ 
trigues political student Alsop 
mightily. But the major ques­ 
tion with which lie wrestles 
is the one which has so long 
eluded the scholars—the exact 
relationship b e t w e e n t h e 
mainland 
Greeks 
and 
the 
Minoan civilization of Crete 
Here Alsop has ideas certain 
to trigger heated argument 
among the experts. 


Whatever the effect of the 
book on professionals, it i> 
certain to have an advantag­ 
eous one upon the general 
reading public by focusing in­ 
terest on a neglected but vital 
and colorful rung in west­ 
ern mankind's struggle up the 
ladder of progress. 


A splendid collection of il- 
lustrations add immeasurahh 
to the bonk s appeal and im­ 
pact.

Centuries-Old Humor 
JOE MILLER'S JESTS, or the 
Wits Vade-mecum, D o v e r 
P u b I i c a t i o n s, 70 pages, 
paperback, $f.

“Joe Miller’s Jests, or. the 
Wits Vade-mecum” sold for a 
shilling when it was published 
by T. Read of Fleet Street in 
1739. 
It was a belly-busting shil­ 
ling’s worth of bawdy puns; 
but little could publisher T\ 
Read nor writer John Mottley, 
who put it together, h a v e 
guessed the centuries of popu 
larity it was to attain— at least 
in name. 
Least of all did Joe Miller 
guess. He was dead the year 
before, and had nothing to do 
with the little volume that 
gave him immortality. 
The original 
“Joe Miller 
joke book’’ has been repro­ 
duced in facsimile by Dover 
Publications. And an intro­ 
duction by Robert Hutchinson 
provides the story behind the 
book, as well as the story of 
Joe Miller himself, a Drury 
l^ane comedian w hose o n l y 
connection with the book was 
its 
publisher’s unauthorized 
use of his name. 
It is a bit saddening to learn 
that even the first of the 
many Joe Miller joke books 
was no production of the leg­ 
endary comedian, but the ran­ 
dom scroungings of a F l e e t 
Street hack. The cream of this 


sad jest is that Miller himself 
could neither read nor write, 
it being said of him that “his 
principal object in marrying 
was to have a wife who was 
able to read his parts to him.” 
As for Mottley, although he 
gave Kngland (and America) 
a book destined to g r o w 
through 
as many editions as 
‘Pilgrim’s Progress’ and to 
have as many readers as Mil­ 
ton, Chaucer, and ‘The Faerie 
Qucene’ combined,” he made 
scant fortune for himself and 
fame only for the man whose 
name he had borrowed 
Many of the 247 jokes in 
the original “Joe Miller” were 
highly topical ‘‘elegant bons 
mots” of the day of W’alpole 
(and more particularly of Col­ 
ley Cibber — and Alexander 
Pope). Their timeliness is now 
l°ng gone; but there is a time­ 
lessness in others of the “bril­ 
liant jests’ 
that strikes the 
20th century funnybone quite 
as smartly as it did that of the 
18th.

RE PLA CIN G the loosened 
mortar, known among profes­ 
sionals as tuck pointing, can 
be handled by the do-it-your­ 
selfer with reasonable effici­

The 
first 
step 
involves 
cleaning out all pieces of the 
old mortar which have disin­ 
tegrated. There is no neces­

tion. The loose mortar can 
be taken out with a cold chis­ 
el, an old screw driver or some 
other similar tool. 
For major overhauls involv­ 
ing hundreds of bricks, there 
is a special tool for this pur­ 
pose. 


THE NEXT step is to thor­ 
oughly 
wet the 
area 
from 
which the loose mortar has 
been removed. This will pre­ 
vent new mortar from drying 
too quickly. 
You can buy ready-mixed 
mortar 
at 
building 
supply 
dealers, 
lumber 
yards 
and 
some hardware stores. A fter 
the mortar ingredients have 
been mixed while dry, add 
water until there is a fairly 
thick consistency. 
If you wish to make your 
own mortar, mix one part of 
hydrated lime and one part 
of portland cement with five 
parts of sand, then add the 
water. 


A P P L Y THE mortar to the 
joints with a pointed trowel, 
being sure it is packed in 
well. 
Keep 
a 
damp 
cloth 
handy to wipe off instantly 
any mortar which gets on the 
face of the 
bricks. 
It will 
come off easily if the wiping 
is done at once; it will be dif­ 
ficult to remove if you wait 
until you have completed the 
job. 
The joints are properly fin­ 
ished by “ striking,” a term 
used to describe the process 
of pressing the trowel against 
the 
joints 
and 
drawing 
it 
across the surface of the mor­ 
tar. This is done vertically, 
then horizontally. 


WHILE O RDIN ARY flush 
joints are acceptable, a more 
professional look can be given 
to the job by making them 
concave. 
It is important that the new 
joints be wet down a couple 
of times a day for three or 
four days This can be done 
with a wot rag. with any kind 
of sprayer or where a large 
area is to be covered, with a 
hose. In the latter event, be 
sure the pressure is not so 
strong that it will push some 
of the new mortar out of the 
joints before it has hardened 
sufficiently.

Simplify Your 
Color Problems 


Annuals Are Your Best Friends 
In Making An Attractive Garden

M ximi 


Nothing provides those bril­ 
liant splashes of color in the 
garden as surely as annuals. 
And now that the profession­ 
al growers do all the hard 
work for you and all you have 
to do is set out ready-to-go 
bedding plants, there’s no rea­ 
son you should avoid these 
beauties. 
Properly selected and plant­ 
ed just where you want them, 
these generous plants give 
you flowers on your table all 
summer and fad—some even 
part of the spring. And still 
keep your garden bright. 


THERE ARE a few things 
you should take into consid­ 
eration when you plan your 
plantings. 
First: Mass them. 
Plant 
enough of the same flower to 
make a showing. 
Second. Use them to bright­ 
en those places in the garden 
where favorite spring-flower­ 
ing shrubs have stopped flow­ 
ering. Use them to brighten 
hedges or other perennial 
backgrounds. 
1 bird: Take into considera­ 
tion the possibilities of their 
colors. 
Taking the last considera­ 
tion first, annuals usually di­ 
vide into two groups as far as 
color is concerned. There are 
those with strong, “hot” col­ 
ors— the bright reds, yellows, 
oranges. These will seem to 
come “right at you” in the 
garden so they can be planted 
in the foreground in a small 
garden. This keeps the gar­ 
den from seeming even smal­ 
ler than it is. 
The other group is com­ 
posed of “cool” colors—the 
pale yellows, pastels, pinks 
and the good, clear hues. 
These tend to give you depth, 
so you can plant them against 
the back fence, for example, 
to make your garden seem 
bigger. 
They seem to “go 
away” from you. 


THE WHITES, purples, lav­ 
enders are best used for con­ 
trast. Obviously scarlet and 
white make an excellent con­ 
trast; so do lavender and 
white or blue and white. But 
while nature is a master at 
mixing unnatural colors suc­ 
cessfully, putting purple and 
red together can be a gamble. 
But don’t worry. Just put 


the colors you like best to­ 
gether and chances are nature 
will take care of any blunders 
through her magic. 
Generally speaking annuals 
want full sun but there are 
some that either prefer shade 
or want it, so these can do 
w o n d e r f u l things for the 
northern side of your house, 
those narrow, shaded strips 
between houses, those places 
under trees where nothing 
seems to do. 
The group that will take 
considerable shade includes 
cinerarias, Poor Man’s Orch­ 
id, panseys and violas. 
All 
the others will want full sun 
or as much sun as you can 
give them. 


THOSE OF you who want 
to try the newest and best 
should hasten to get seeds or 
seedlings of the new All- 
America Selections because, 
naturally, they're in great de­ 
mand and tend to be sold out 
first, C heck with your nursery 
store on when they will be 
available if they haven't come 
in yet. 
Only silver medal winner of 
the year is Bonanza, a giant, 
cactus-flowered type of zin­ 
nia with brilliant gold yellow 
blooms in profusion. This FI 
hybrid (FI just means first- 
generation hybrid) is wonder­ 
fully hardy, as are most FI 
plants, and gets to about 30 
inches high with flowers about 
six inches across. 
Fireglow Coxcomb won a 
bronze medal for its cardinal 
red blooms with ail the purple 
bred out so they really spar­ 
kle! Incidentally, they’re ex­ 
cellent for both cut flowers 
and when dried. 


A SAGE won a bronze med­ 
al— this one is Evening Glow 
which has old rose flowers 
with a coral tongue, a knock­ 
out. And another xinnia won 
a medal, Pink Buttons with 
little Cupid-type flowers and 
a bush that grows only about 
10 inches high, took a bronze 
medal. 
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WHAT AN ACHIEVEMENT for the home 
gardener! To be able to point with pride 
to an arrangem ent of cut flowers includ­ 
ing each and every All-America annual 
winner for 1964. By starling with the 
small bedding plants available now at 


most nurseries, this can be accomplished 
with the greatest of ease. At the top of 
the arrangement: Salvia "Evening Glow* 
and 
Zinnia 
"Bonanza.* Below, Zinnia 
Pink Buttons“ and Ceiosia "Fireglow.*

group of plants. An unusual­ 
ly effective combination rare­ 
ly used is coxcomb set against 
B u r n i n g Bush (sometimes 
c a l l e d S u m m e r Cypress) 
which has very fine, light 
green foliage that gradually 
turns crimson as fall ap­ 
proaches. The contrast of the 
plants and their foliage as 
well as colors is fascinating. 
And don’t forget the possi­ 
bilities of vegetables that can 
serve you decoratively as well 
as for wonderful fresh, vita­ 
min-packed food for the table. 


TAKE A lesson from the 
French and plant beets for 
their red 
tops 
as edging 
plants. 
Carrots provide 
a 
handsome, fern-like foliage. 
The curly-leaf parsley goes on 
and on both as a good green 
e d g i n g (wonderful tucked 
among dwarf marigolds or 
zinnias) and as excellent table 
garnish. 
Lettuce is equally 
useful—the Romaine and the 
redleafed kinds, which fortu­ 
nately, are very easy to grow. 
Whatever you do, don’t 
overlook Swiss Chard, the 


leaves of which are a deep 
handsome green and set off 
something like zinnia Pink 
Buttons very well. Put Pink 
Buttons in front and 
behind a row of chard and you 
have the best of both worlds. 
You can keep cutting chard 
leave« (always from the bot­ 
tom) and Pink Buttons covers 
up the naked stem of the 
chard. 
The beauty of working with 
annual bedding plants is that 
your nurseryman always has 
a supply on hand. 


The Secret Of Success Is Soil 


A possible grouping would 
be zinnia Bonanza surrounded 
by coxcomb Fireglow or Scar­ 
let Sage. Or you could sur­ 
round white petunias with 
Bonanza or coxcomb Fireglow 
or any of the “hot color” 
«Sx«« FENCE co 
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Ask a successful gardener 
what his secret is, and nine 
times out of 10 he’ll tell you 
it’s the soiL 
With a good soil, you can 
make m o s t anything grow. 
Without it, you can water and 
feed, cultivate and weed until 
you’re blue in the face and 
results are never what they 
should be. 


THE MATTER of soil build­ 
ing t h e n becomes the first 
step toward acquiring a green 
t h u m b , and once it is at­ 
tended to, you know you are 
headed in the right direction. 
Following are some tips on 
the subject of improving your 
garden soil. 
Of first importance, a gar­ 
dener should consider soil im­ 
provement as a long-range in­ 
vestment What he puts into 
his soil at the start will re­ 
turn him rich dividends for 
many years to come. Hence, 
the cardinal rule: Don’t skimp 
on materials and don’t do a 
half-way job. 


THE MOST important in­ 
gredient of good garden soil 
is organic material, or humus. 
This cure-all item l o o s e n s 
heavy clay soils and bulks up 
thin, sandy soils. Our land is 
sometimes deficient in humus 
material b e c a u s e our dry 
summers tend to burn up or­ 
ganic matter. S o i l manage­ 
ment consists of adding hum- 


us and keeping it in good con­ 
dition with adequate irriga­ 
tion. 
Farmers often build humus 
by planting a cover crop and 
then turning it under to de­ 
compose. H o me gardeners 
can take more direct steps. 
B e c a u s e their soil area is 
small, they can indulge in 
humus materials that would 
simply be too expensive for 
the farmer. 
What are these materials? 
Nothing mysterious, at all 


HUMUS BUILDING materi­ 
als are simply such familiar 
things as manure and peat 
moss, leaf mold, wood shav­ 
ings or sawdust and compost 
which you can make yourself 
by letting l e a v e s and clip­ 
pings decompose in an out-of- 
the way corner. We add them 
copiously at the start and re­ 
supply them from time to 
tune in future years. As they 
break down in the soil, they 
become alive with bacteria 
which in turn make valuable 
ingredients available to plant 
life. 


In sandy soils, humus not 
only bulks the soil up, but it 
adds the missing necessities 
of plant life. In adobe soils, 
humus serves to cure compac­ 
tion and release imprisoned 
nutrients in the soil, making 
them readily available to hun­ 
gry root systems. 


This brings up a n o t h e r 
point — the fact that adobe 
soils are not necessarily bed. 
On the contrary, they are of­ 
ten rich in plant foods which 
need only to be released from 
the binding force of the day. 
And in such cases, the gar­ 
dener can call on two modern 
products or by-products of 
chemistry which our grand­ 
parents never heard of. Iheee 
are vermiculite and chemical 
sou conditioners. 


VERMICULITE is a fluffy 
material which has absolutely 
no value other than its amaa- 
ing ability to retain moisture 
and U> leaven the soil. The 
chemical soil conditioners, of 
which several are on the mar­ 
ket, will help to k e e p soil 
loose and tillable. You first 
have to loosen it, though. You 
can’t just add the conditioner 
to a compacted soil and ex­ 
pect a miracle. 
Nurserymen suggest using 
these inert materials a l o n g 
with organic, humus-building 
manure, peat or whatever you 
choose in this line to improve 
adobe or clay soils. H u m u s 
building materials alone will 
suffice for sandy soils, though 
vermiculite will help them to 
retain moisture. 
Except for adding fertilizer, 
the above steps are all you 
need to improve a soil that 
will grow anything.

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They re At Home Here 


One of the beauties of gar­ 
dening in California is the 
abundance of native plants 
we can grow — and that are 
delighted to grow for us. 


They range from the an­ 
nuals 
such 
as 
Farewell-to- 
Nprmg and Rocky Mountain 
Garland to giant trees such 
as the redwoods. 
And one 
thing nearly all of them have 
in common is a delight is liv­ 
ing here in their native state. 
That means they want you to 
plant them, enjoy them and 
leave them alone. 


It i.s manifestly impossible 
to list all the natives that will 
do well in your garden, but 
some of the main ones can be 
discussed and the best way is 
to start at ground level with 
the native groundeover pos­ 
sibilities. 


T H E 
C A L IF O R N IA 
Lilac 
comes in a number of forms 
and sizes. 


As a groundeover Carmel 
Creeper and Point Reyes are 
probably the most frequently 
used although there are oth 
ers, of course. They are dense 
shrubs that grow from a foot 
to two feet high and spread 
out four to five feet. Their 
foliage is a handsome dark 
green, rather leathery and as 
they are evergreens, they pro. 
vide a 
pleasing 
t e x t u r e 
throughout the year. 


Come 
spring, 
the 
Point 
Reyes variety has lavendar- 
blue 
flowers or sometimes 
deep blue «the exact color of 
the flowers depends on the 
selection made by the grow­ 
er. but you can be sure the 
flowers will Ik* an asset come 
spring» 
while 
the 
Carmel 
Creeper has bright blue flow 
ers. 


T H E S E BOTH love neglect 
Riant them amout eight feet 
apart Soak them in well and 
once they show signs of tak­ 
ing bold and going oil 
on 


their own. leav** them alone. 
You can really relax and en­ 
joy these. 


Manzanita also comes in a 
spreading form that can be 
used as a groundeover. The 
leathery 
leaves, 
shiny 
red 
stems, 
pink 
flowers 
come 
spring, then red berries in 
the fall provide a constant 
show. Again, this plant wants 
neglect. The Manzanita tends 
to get up to one and one-half 
feet high and spread about 
four feet, so you can plant 
these six or even seven feet 
apart for coverage. 


T H E N E X T level would be 
shrubs and certainly too m any 
of 
the natives are without 
honor at home. 


1 he Hannel Rush is one of 
our best, with its smiling yel- 
low, open-faced flowers some- 
ihing like single roses that 
come in late spring and stay 
for a couple of months. This 
vigorous shrub can grow to 
small tree size <up to 15 feet). 
It makes a dense shrub with 
loaves that are dark green 
on top and w h i t i s h and 
hairy” beneath. If allowed 
to grow high, it tends to be­ 
come more open. 


The Flannel Rush can be 
shaped but net clipped as you 
would a hedge plant. It is 
excellent for b a c k - g r o u n d 
planting and particularly for 
those high foundations where 
•i house i> built on a hillside. 
I he Flannel Rush is handsome 
enough to stand on its own 
but it should not be put near 
a 
lawn 
or any other spot 
where it will get much water 
other than that nature pro­ 
sides. 
Once you get t h i s 
plant started you must leave 
it alone. It can go from rainy 
season nine months until the 
next rainy season w it b o u t 
your help. 


Your nurseryman wi|| ha\e 
i good selection 01 these ex- 
cellent natives. 


W ild Buckwheat may sound 
like a commercial crop but it 
is most decorative when the 
spikes of cloud-like pink or 
rose or white flowers come 
in late spring — and persist 
into September or October.

T H IS S H R U B grows five or 
3ix feet high and spreads four 
or five feet. It makes a dense 
bush with gray-green foliage 
that makes a nice contrast 
when planted with California 
Lilac or Flannel Rush. These 
go well in the background or 
as specimen plants. The flow- 
ers can be cut and used in 
flower arrangements. 


The California L i l a c 
of 
course, is 
best known and 
most used in shrub form and 
the flowers range all the way 
from a rich, deep blue to la­ 
vender to white (still rather 
r a r e b u t beginning to be 
available). In its various vari­ 
eties. the shrub makes a bush 
about six to eight feet high 
and with a four or five-foot 
spread. 


I he Manzanita, too, conies 
in shrub form and one of its 
interesting features is ‘ deci­ 
duous” bark. Each fall the 
bark begins to shred and fall 
and 
the branches take on 
their noted reddish quality. 


N I K R U S H Anemone was 
adopted by the English, who 
now consider it one of their 
finest flowering shrubs — and 
it is a good one. The flowers, 
a brilliant, open-faced white, 
look something like anemones 
and come 
in June, J u l y , 
August. They are fragrant 
and are sometimes called Cal­ 
ifornia Mock Orange. These 
make e x c e l l e n t specimen 
plants and will take trimming 
if needed. The foliage is dark 
green and narrow. These are 
e x c e l l e n t 
for foundation 
plantings and make good con­ 
trast plants. 


Again, plant, >oak in and 
forget them. 


At tree level wo again meet 
the California Lilac, but here 
it lias an open habit rather 
than the dense shrubby look 
and its limbs are greenish and 
quite interesting. It has even 
been used lately as a small. 
r<!und-top|K*d tree for street 
plantings and because it is 
very hardy and sturdy as well 
as handsome, it i.s doing quite 
well.

Real Beauty In The Garden 
Is Result Of Good Planning 


Beauty in the garden can 
be accidental— but it’s usual­ 
ly the result of good plan­ 
ning. For it is not enough for 
the flowers and shrubs that 
you like to look well when 
blooming, they have to like 
the same treatment to really 
“ go together.” 


If you like plants that give 
you an upswept feeling, that 
lead the eye skyward, you 
can combine the many '.word­ 
shaped foliage items. 


New Zealand Flax, which 
forms 
a 
substantial 
clump 
and has strap-shaped “ leaves'* 
that get six to eight feet long, 
looks something like an over­ 
sized Mother-In-Law or Snake 
I ¡ant such as you may have 
growing in 
a 
pot 
indoors. 
New Zealand F’lax does have 
large red flowers but it is 
grown for its foliage, which 
is either blueish green or 
variegated (yellow and green) 
or bronze. 


M A N ZA N ITA , of course, is 
best known as a small tree 
to about 12 feet. 


Rut one of our most impor­ 
tant native trees of garden 
size is the Toyon or California 
Holly. This rounded but some­ 
what open tree has holly-like 
foliage and good berries for 
Use at Christmas time — plus 
clusters of white blossoms in 
June. 


But whatever native >ou 
use, take care to let it do all 


the work — and let you relax. 


I HIS CAN be grouped with

1 he Gazanias have been hy­ 
bridized a good deal so that 
there is a wide range of colors 
these days ranging from white 
through all shades of red and 
orange and yellow even to 
lavendar . These are daisy- 
bke flowers that stand well 
up above their foliage, reach­ 
ing eight to 12 inches high 
and when the sun is bright 
and hot they simply cover 
the 
earth 
with 
sparkling 
beauty.

Given Just A Little Help, 
The Oak Is No 
' 


O vergrow n 
foundation 
plantings are the bane of 
every older neighborhood. 


They hark back to a time 
when landscapers seemed to 
think the primary thing was 
to hide the lines of a house. 
And hide them they do — to 
the point of almost hiding 
the house itself in extreme 
cases. 


Of course, there’s a certain 
element 
of 
neglect 
which 
figures in most overgrown 
plantings, but landscapers to­ 
day use materials which re­ 
main at modest heights in 
spite of neglect. Low-growing 
plants which help to form a 
base to the house and tie it 
into the terrain are what we 
emphasize 
for 
foundation 
plantings in this day and age. 


The 
California 
Assn. 
of 
Nurserymen claims that al­ 
most 
50 per cent 
of the 
houses in any older neighbor­ 
hood need 
new foundation 
plantings. This may be high 
for a given neighborhood, but 
it will average out over the 
area, and it is extremely low 
in the areas of worst offense. 


IF 
YOUR 
foundation 
is 
overgrown and unsightly, you 
are faced with two possibili­ 
ties: 


One is to try drastic prun­ 
ing measures, but this seldom 
gives permanent satisfaction 
for the offending shrubs will 
only grow right back up, or 
try to. 
The second and best solu­ 
tion is to hook a rope to the 
car and rip the blighters out. 
You may feel the gardener's 
traditional 
abhorrence 
for 
uprooting 
any 
established 
planting, but in the long run, 
you'll be glad you did. 
Once you have the founda­ 
tion strip cleared, what then? 
The next step is to consult 
with your local nurseryman 
about plant materials to re­ 
plant it with. 
Some better 


possibilities 
for 
California 
gardens follow. 


The low - growing junipers 
are among the best for mod­ 
ern foundations. Such popu­ 
lar varieties as San Jose J ’i.ii 
per 
and 
Tamarix 
Ju nip .r 
make permanent low plant­ 
ings which need little or no 
shaping and pruning as the 
years pass. Juniper conferta 
(Shore Juniper) is ideal along 
the coast. The taller, spread­ 
ing Pfitzer Juniper may be 
a bit large for most founda­ 
tion plantings, but there are 
several 
Pfitzer 
variations, 
one of them a compact form 
which is well worth trying. 


T A L LE R JU N IP E R S such 
as 
the 
Hollywood 
Twisted 
Juniper are used for accent 
on the corners of a founda­ 
tion 
planting. 
The juniper 
pfitzer aurea is good for con­ 
trast. 


Most gardeners shy away 
from uniformity in founda­ 
tion plantings, but there is 
nothing 
inherently 
wrong 
with uniformity when prop­ 
erly applied. You could do 
far worse, for instance, than 
to anchor your house in an 
unbroken row of low-growing 
junipers. A leading landscape 
architect points with pride to 
a single row of clipped box­ 
wood with which he separat­ 
ed one house from its lawn. 
Tlie boxwood itself is sep­ 
arated from the house by a 
foot or more of brick paving 
and the whole effect is one 
of simple dignity. 
Other 
compact 
s h r u b s 
which fit easily into a founda­ 
tion planting are the new 
dwarf 
Heavenly 
Bamboo, 
which 
has 
the 
same 
lacy 
foliage of its larger counter­ 
part; the India Hawthorns, 
especially the new varieties 
Enchantress. Springtime and 
Coates Crimson which give 
masses of rose and pink flow­ 
ers respectively through most 
of the first half of each new 


year; and for shaded founda­ 
tions. such things as azaleas 
and camellias. 


TH ESE A RE only a drop 
in the bucket, however. There 
are many, many more to be 
found in nurseries. 
There are times when a 
bed of ivy is all one needs 
for 
a 
foundation 
planting, 
provided he lends substance 
by judicious use of an occa­ 
sional shrub such as dwarf 
Mugho Pine, or when called 
for. a 
columnar evergreen 
such as Yew Pine or Juniper. 
The deliciously fragrant Star 
Jasmine may also be used as 
a ground-cover-foundation in 
this way. 
To keep it in a 
mounding, 
prostrate 
form, 
simply tack its arms down at 
intervals or weight them with 
rock and string. 
Trees are not properly part 
of the foundation planting, 
but they must be considered 
at the same time. A tree or 
two— one at the corner of the 
house, another set off from a 
corner— can enhance the set- 
ting and give the foundation 
planting a big assist in mak­ 
ing a house seem at home in 
its surroundings. 


On the theory that they are 
just too slow at growing, the 
home gardener often shies at 
planting oaks. 


Such an attitude is not only 
erroneous, it’s downright dan­ 
gerous. For carried to ex­ 
tremes, it could spell the de­ 
cline of 
a California land­ 
mark. 


If oaks seem slow to grow, 
it’s usually because they lack 
the necessary aids to grow­ 
ing. We boost most shrubs 
and trees along with plenty 
of water and an occasional 
helping of food, but whoever 
heard of watering an oak—or 
even worse, feeding it? Oaks 
are supposed to shun mois­ 
ture and even succumb to it. 
And feeding it is just plain 
unheard of. 
But the California Assn. of 
Nurserymen is not in agree­ 
ment. The right kind of wa­ 


tering will help an oak as 
much as any tree, and food is 
just as well received. Small 
oaks from containers can be­ 
come 
mighty 
trees 
in 
an 
amazingly short time. 


An oak tree’s roots should 
never be allowed to stand in 
moisture, so plant one only 
where drainage is good — or 
raise the planting area by 
boxing it. And always keep 
moisture 
away 
from 
the 
crown of the trunk. Crown 
rot is apt to develop where 
permanently wet soil stands 
around the trunk. Use a soak­ 
er 
and 
water 
slowly 
and 
deeply. 


As for feeding, use a com­ 
plete plant food, starting a 
few 
months 
after 
planting 
and 
repeating 
applications 
twice a year during the tree’s 
early years.

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UNDER THE proper condi­ 
tions, camellias can soar to a 
height of 35 feet and still re­ 
tain 
their 
fresh, 
verdant 
beauty. And there is no finer 
species of plant that can be 
espaliered with such beauty 
and control. 
Cut properly and tied to a 
trellis with plastic covered 
wire available at any nursery, 
the camellia ran be espalier­ 
ed to take round, square, ver­ 
tical, horizontal, symmetrical­ 
ly crossed and a number of 
other artistic and geometric 
shapes. 
Just what are these condi­ 
tions? 
To begin with, camellias 
thrive in acid soil which is 
rich in humus and friable 
They like humid atmosphere 
and 
30 
degrees 
freezing 
weather doesn't particularly 
affect them. 
Their 
tolerance 
to 
sun 
shine varies, but in general, 
shade produces heavier foli­ 
age while sunshine increases 
the number of blossoms. 
CONTRARY TO common 
belief, camellias are low main­ 
tenance plants, especially if 
proper 
soil 
conditions are 
created when first planted 
This includes spading in lib­ 
eral amounts of peat moss, 
oak, pine, or redwood leaf 
mold and especially providing 
good drainage. 
Camellias should never be 
cultivated near the trunk be 
cause cultivation disturbs the 
fine feeder roots which lie 
in the top few inches of soil 
Because a camellia can suffer 
if the feeder roots are damag 
ed, care must be taken dur­ 
ing the first two years of 
growth to insure the plant 
toppling over from the weight 
of its extremely heavy bios 
soms. 
If a camellia falls over, the 
tiny root hairs are torn from 
the root branches. 
THIS CAN BE prevented 
by pushing a bamboo or red­ 
wood stake into the ground 
near the trunk and twisting a 
plastic covered wire plant tie 
around the camellia and the 
stake at several levels. The 
ties can easily be readjusted 
as the camellia matures. The 
stake may be removed after 
the “ caliper” or girth of the 
trunk is heavy enough to sup­ 
port the plant from wind and 
from its own weight. 
When they are blooming, 
camellias can be used for any­ 
thing from a lovely corsage 
to 
a 
formal 
dinner table 
center piece . . . and they 
generally are.

any guide to land­ 
scaping in California and you 
will find certain shrubs which 
are mentioned over and over 
again. 
You find them recommend­ 
ed for foundations, for bor­ 
ders, for patio plantings and 
even, occasionally, for use in 
containers. These are bread 
and butter shrubs in the nur­ 
sery trade, shrubs which have 
stood the test of time to gain 
their popularity. 


ONE OF THE top members 
of this exclusive list is the 
Heavenly Bamboo, also called 
Sacred Bomboo in its native 
China. It is not a bamboo, but 


it looks enough like one to 
deserve the nickname. 


Heavenly Bamboo has the 
same feathery appearance as 
real 
bamboo, 
sending 
up 
canes from which a lacy fol­ 
iage branches out. As time 
passes, these clumps become 
overcrowded with canes, and 
the gardener should remove a 
few by cutting them off at 
the 
base 
to 
preserve 
the 
graceful looks. 
Heavenly 
Bamboo 
is 
pri­ 
marily green in color, but its 
leaves are ever tinged writh 
bronze and in fall they take 
on 
even 
brighter 
hues 
of 
bronze and red. Even along

autumn displays from Heav­ 
enly Bamboo. 


IN SPRING, the Heavenly 
Bamboo produces large clus­ 
ters of small white flowers 
which are followed by berries 
that turn bright red in fall. 
In coastal gardens, tem pera­ 
tures are not always warm 
enough to insure good berry 
set, but inland, the berries 
are a big addition to the fall 
show. 
Heavenly Bamboo grows to 
four or five feet in height. A 
dwarf variety is also avail­ 
able which 
stays only 
half 
that height. Try it in tubs for 
an attractive display, or use 
it wherever else in the garden 
you will. 
Another shrub which stands 
near the top of our “ most 
widely used” list is Oregon 
Grape, one of several useful 
members of the Holly Grape 
family. 
The 
Oregon 
Grape 
boasts glossy foliage which is 
not at all unlike the foliage 
of a holly or an oak. In spring 
it puts forth bright clusters of 
yellow bloom and these are 
followed 
by 
the 
blue-black 
“ grapes” which give the fam­ 
ily its common name. 


THE OREGON Grape is an 
ever-changing picture in the 
garden. 
In 
spring 
its 
new 
growth 
is a 
ruddy, 
bronze 
color 
and. 
of 
course, 
the 
spring bloom adds its splash 
of yellow-. In summer, some 
of the mature leaves take on 
bright red coloring and as the 
berries mature, they become 
ever more a deep blue-black. 
Then, in fall, the red or cop­ 
pery coloring becomes even 
more pronounced until you 
might think that here is a de­ 
ciduous shrub w hich is color­ 
ing up before dropping its 
leaves. 
Y ou ’d 
be 
wrong to 
think it, though, for Oregon 
Grape is an evergreen, albeit 
a 
chameleon type of 
ever­ 
green. 


Third on our list is the Lily- 
of-the-Valley Shrub.‘ a grace­ 
ful, slightly drooping shrub of 
considerable merit. It will do 
well wherever you plant it if 
you give it 
plenty of peat 
moss and leaf mold in the 
soil. 
Lily-of-the-Vallev Shrub is 
worth 
any 
extra 
attention 
which 
might be 
needed at 
planting time. Its deep ever­ 
green foliage and irregular 
growth patterns make it 
a 
shrub of distinction at any 
season, but in spring, when its 
myriad sprays of 
white or 
pinkish 
urn-shaped 
flowers 
are out, it is truly a thing of 
beauty. 
These 
blooms 
look 
enough like Lillies of the Val­ 
ley 
to 
warrant 
the 
shrubs 
common name. Like the Heav­ 
enly Bamboo, it can be grown 
anywhere, including a tub. 


11 r i i i k i n member of our 
“ most used” club — perhaps 
the most widely used of all— 
is the ever faithful Glossy 
Abelia. 
W hen 
a 
gardener 
needs a friend, here it is, al­ 
ways clean and fresh in ap­ 
pearance, loaded with pink or 
white flowers through sum­ 
mer and into fall, indifferent 
to the gardener’s attention or 
the type of soil in which it is 
planted. 


Abelias are most attractive 
when pruned selectively, by 
removing branches complete­ 
ly to open up the shrub. They 
can 
be 
sheared 
like 
a n y 
hedge, however, and if you 
want a flowering hedge, abelia 
is one of the best. A medium 
height shrub, it also fits foun­ 
dation or border and 
none 
will give you more for less. 
Be sure of that.

The First Bloom Is The Best 


The first blooms of spring 
are always the most exciting. 
You go out one crisp, sunny 
| day and there are the first 
buds opening The gardener s 
pulse is always quickened by 
these encounters with a new 
season. 


In Marin, of course, these 
first 
signs 
of 
spring come 
early— often before winter is 
at its mid-point. 


The C a l i f o r n i a Assn of 
Nurserymen gives a nod to 
the flowering quince as being 
among the best bets for an 
early, early spring. And one 
of the nicer points in their 
favor is that quinces continue 
blooming through s e v e r a l 
weeks. 


YO U SEE the first color 
from flowering quince short­ 
ly after the new year is ush­ 
ered in 
They do not swing 
into full bloom until Febru­ 
ary, however. For indoor dec­ 
oration, they can be picked in 
the bud stage and brought in­ 
to the warmth of the home 
w h e r e they will then open 
their buds and bloom. 


A 
lovely 
selection 
awaits 
the gardener who shops for 
flowering quince. 


C l a r k e ’ s Giant, a large- 
flowered double red variety, 
is a favorite of long standing. 


Other reds i n c l u d e Texas 
Scarlet and S t a n f o r d Red. 
Snow, as the name implies, is 
a pure white quince of great 
delicacy in bloom, while the 
varieties Minerva, Charming 
and Fink Lady come in vary­ 
ing shades of pink or rose. 
Y o u ’ll find o t h e r s too, for 
over the years, a long line of 
excellent seedlings has been 
developed. 


W H E N D A P H N E starts 
blooming in late winter, we 
are treated to one of the most 
enjoyable shows in the gar­ 
den world. Not only are the 
waxy pink blooms appealing 
to look at, but their fragrance 
is something out of this world. 
A dish full of daphne blooms 
will fill your house with their 
wonderful perfume A single 
flower worn in a button hole 
will keep you happy through 
the day. 


There are several daphne 
varieties available for the gar­ 
den, but the one you w ill want 
for an early s p r i n g is the 
widely grown Winter Daphne, 
so named here in California 
because of its bloom season. 
Actually it is a spring flower 
in most parts of the country. 


The India Hawthorns are 
also as early as January in 
California gardens, producing 


lovely pink heads of bloom 
that are delicately scented if 
you get up close and sniff. 
And now nurserym en offer 
refined new versions of this 
shrub including the superb 
“ Springtim e” and "Enchant­ 
ress,” recommended heartily 
for sun or part sun, in any 
soil and with any degree of 
care. 


THERE

many 
good 
shrubs in the osmanthus fam­ 
ily, but one that gives the 
most bloom is the Delavay 
Osmanthus. In late winter it 
is covered with small white 
flowers not as fragrant as its 
cousin, the Sweet Olive, but 
far showier. This is an excel­ 
lent shrub for tubbing on a 
sunny south terrace or deck, 
and one w h i c h 
gives you 
spring-like bloom as early as 
anything available at the nur­ 
sery. 
Cam ellias are an obvious 
choice for b r i n g i n g spring 
early, and while they start 
blooming in fall, the bulk of 
them are just now reaching 
their peaks. The varieties are 
so numerous as to defy list­ 
ing. W e suggest you simply 
stop in at a n u r s e r y and 
choose the ones you like. Or 
b e t t e r , perhaps, choose as 
m any as you can a f f o r d . 
Y o u ’ll like all of them. 
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The Popularity Of Container Gardening Is Increasing

most popular in California 
are those made from redwood.

It is very fortunate indeed 
that Karon Walter von Saint 
Paul, a vanilla and India- 
rubber plantation owner in 
Usambara, North E a s t Tan­ 
ganyika, Territory of East 
Africa, cared for more than 
vanilla and rubber.

HIS FATHER in Germany, 
to

the 
baron 
sent 
plants,

reported 
that 
these little “Usambara vio­ 
lets’ 
were found by his son 
growing in the primeval for­ 
est of Numbara, in the shade, 
on granite rocks. 
These l i t t l e plants, of 
course, are the ancestors of 
one of our most popular and 
rewarding house plants, vari­ 
ously known as the African 
Violet or Santpaulia in honor 
of the baron. 
A good deal of time, a 
number of other discoveries 
and a tremendous amount of 
professional 
a n d 
amateur 
breeding 
have produced a 
whole range of African Vio­ 
lets today that—luckily for us 
— are easier to grow than the 
original somewhat tempera­ 
mental 
ones. 
Our 
modern 
ones also flower almost con­ 
stantly.

Follow the label's instruc­ 
tions. 
Now all you need is some 
type of shallow pan which 
you can fill with pebbles 
(white ones are excellent for 
emphasizing the beauty of 
foliage 
and 
flowers). 
Put 
water in the pan so it is well 
below the top of the rocks 
and place your pot on this 
rocky bed. 
This will insure 
moist atmosphere. 


W A T E R I N G ? The son 
should feel moist to your 
fmger but never be wet. They 
can't stand to have their feet 
wet so so never let the pot 
stand in the water, or if you 
are using a bed of rocks under 
the pots, don’t let the water 
touch the bottom of the pots. 
It is essential that the water 
be 
room 
temperature 
and 
that you do not get water on 
the leaves. 
For light, put them where 
they get plenty of light but 
no direct sun through a win­ 
dow. Some people even take 
their plants outdoors in sum­ 
mer, placing them where no 
wind or direct sun hits them. 
Do this only when night tem­ 
peratures get no lower than 
55 degrees 
and day or night 
not over 85 degrees. 
While the African Violet is 
decorative enough to need no 
help, it does combine very 
well with some of the fancy- 
leaved 
Begonias, 
with 
its 
cousin, the Gloxinia, w i t h 
philodendrons, fern* and the 
like to create a beautiful in­ 
door jungle effect. 
Do not 
be afraid to try various com­ 
binations. 


Hunt The Quince 
You might take thig oppor­ 
tunity to explore your nure- 
ery for the flowering quince 
of your choice. They should 
be in flower now and there 
are some new forms on the 
market you might like.

garden.

do get pretty large after a 
few years) houseplant that 
likes conditions not very dif­ 
ferent from those we humans 
favor. 


If you are not familiar with 
the African Violet, you can 
visit almost any nursery or 
florist shop for enlightment. 
The ones you grow are ident 
ical with those you see m 
florists’ windows. 
Since 1893, when it first 
flowered in Europe, the blue 
“violets” have become white, 
blue, deep purple, various 
shades of pink and the form 
of the violet-like flowers has 
become ruffled and double as 


well as simple, star-shaped 
The leaves are very trop- 
ical-looking. rather thick and 
hairy, usually reddish on the 
underside and light to deep 
green on the upper side. 


THE WHOLE plant gives 
the most tropical effect and 
when 
properly grown 
you 
have flowers virtually all year 
—although now and then a 
plant will take a well-earned 
rest for a few days or weeks, 
but not longer if grown well. 
If you have air condition­ 
ing, Arican Violets love it. 
More and more oi us use 
fluorescent light somewhere 
in the house or basement. 
African Violets love it. 
In 
fact, if you want to have a 
whole stable of potted plants 
in bloom at all seasons and 
ready for use as table deco- 


rations or to brighten a win­ 
dow sill or kitchen, put a 
timer 
attachment 
to 
your 
fluorescent light (two 40-watt 
lights are excellent for a four- 
foot bench) and set it so the 
African Violets get 12 hours 
of light a day. 
The results 
will startle you. 


ACTUALLY, you don’t have 
to do anything special to have 
wonderful 
African 
Violets 
provided you start out prop­ 
erly. That means buying only 
quality plants in top health. 


If you need to repot, get 
properly treated soil from 
your nurseryman—don’t take 
it out of the garden. 
It will 
have the proper amount of 
humus, sand ,etc., and he will 
also 
have a 
good 
soluble 
plant food that is especially 
designed for African Violets.

It's A Great Day For Planting A Tree 


March 7 Is The Date; See 
That You Observe It Right 


If anyone needs an excuse 
to plant a tree, he’ll find it 
soon on his calendar. 
March 7 is the birthday of 
California’s famed horticul­ 
turist, Luther Burbank, and, 
since 1909, the state has cele­ 
brated it as Arbor Day. 
Traditionally, 
Arbor 
Day 
has been observed by school 
children who study about con­ 
servation 
and 
occasionally 
plant trees. Many’s the weath­ 
ered old tree that stands to­ 
day as a living reminder of 
some class project on some 
long gone Arbor Day. 
The 
California 
Assn. 
of 
Nurserymen has also suggest­ 
ed that Arbor Day today can 
also serve as an impetus to 
beautify our cities. 


WHAT BETTER reason for 
getting together with neigh­ 
bors to plan a street planting, 
or for organizing support of 
a city project to plant trees 
In the business district? If 
such a project is lacking, pro­ 
pose it yourself as a club or 
association project 
Trees— in the garden, along 
the street, in city squares and 
parks—provide a background 
of serenity to the fast pace of 
modern living. They are en­ 
during and reassuring. They 
shade us in summer and pro­ 
tect us from the glare of high 
noon. They are mighty nice 
to have around. 
Since a tree’s performance 
depends largely on the start 
it gets in life, the gardener 


should take extra care in 
planting one. Whether it’s a 
towering shade tree or a flow­ 
ering fruit tree, you should 
provide an adequate planting 
hole. 
One nurseryman told us 
how to determine the proper 
size of a planting hole. “Dig 
one that seems plenty big 
enough,” he said, “then make 
it bigger.” 


T H IS IS NOT to say that it 
takes a potential swimming 
pool to plant a tree, but the 
hole should be a foot deeper 
than the root ball and a foot 
wider all around. Mix the 
earth you’ve taken out with 
steer manure before filling it 
back in. Make a basin and fill 
it first thing. Provide plenty 
of water during the first year. 
These are time-tested for­ 
mulas that pay big dividends 
in future enjoyment 


For A Showy Vine, 


Try This Honeysuckle 


If a big, bold and showy* 
vine is something you’d like, 
try a Giant Burmese Honey­ 
suckle. 
Fast growing and lush, it 
will cover the wall of a house 
in one good season. The tubu­ 
lar (and fragrant) blooms are 
up to five or six inches long, 
and a nice c o n t r a s t to the 
large, glossy leaves.

You Con Enjoy 
Color All Year 


Any Marin gardener who 
dedicates himself to the goal 
can 
have 
color 
the 
year 
around in his garden. Not il* 
ways the lush color of spring 
and summer, to be sure, but 
color nonetheless and more 
often plentiful than not. 
There are many tools by 
which this 12-month succes­ 
sion of bloom can be achieved. 
You can make use of bulbs 
through at least nine months 
of the year; annuals through 
all 12. 


AND THERE a re shrubs, 
vines and perennials to lend 
permanence, some of them 
near ever blooming them­ 
selves. 
The 
California 
Assn. 
of 
Nurserymen suggests that you 
take the seasons one by one, 
starting with spring, and see 
how year-round bloom can be­ 
come a reality in your garden. 
Right now. for instance, you 
can find quick color in the 
form of camellias and azaleas, 
two standbys of the spring 
garden in all parts of the 
state. Both are easily trans­ 
planted in full bloom from 
nursery containers. R i g h t 
now, 
also, 
you 
will 
find 
blooming shrubs of Star Mag­ 
nolia, the white canopy of 
which combines beautifully 
with the vividly colored azal­ 
eas. 


LOOK FURTHER. The ex 
otic Bird of Paradise is full of 
color this month and a star 
attraction. Pink India 
Haw­ 
thorn is another color bearer 
which will give you color from 
the first day yju plant it. Dog­ 
wood will soon be in bloom 
and by setting it out now, you 
can take full advantage of 
its lovely spring show. 


P l a n t also for f u t u r e 
springs: Flowering fruit trees. 
Saucer Magnolia, acacias, and 
such vines as the evergreen 


Armand Clematis or a Wis­ 
teria. Then mark your calen­ 
dar for next October so you 
won’t forget to plant those 
spring-flowering bulbs which 
can brighten the season more 
than anything else. 
Annual and perennial bed­ 
ding plants should have gone 
in before this fo r s p r i n g 
bloom, but if you hurry, you 
will get color from some of 
t h e m before the calendar 
turns to summer. 


NOW FOR THE late spring 
and summer show: 
Roses are still 
available 
bareroot and will give you 
bloom from May until Novem­ 
ber. These can be the back­ 
bone of your garden or they 
can merely act as fillers in a 
sunny border. Plant any num­ 
ber from one to 30 roses and 
you’ll 
probably 
wish 
you 
planted more. 
P e 1 a r goniums, including 
the common zonal geraniums, 
ivy geranium and the Martha 
W a s h ington 
pelargoniums, 
are nowhere better adapted 
than in Marin. 
From late 
spring well into fall and often 
beyond, they will produce a 
dazzling 
array 
of 
blooms. 
Marguerite will also yield up 
bushels 
of 
yellow 
daisies 
through most of late spring, 
summer and fall. Often they 
keep blooming right through 
winter. 
Annuals 
should 
still 
be 
planted for their vivid sum­ 
mer display. You have an un­ 
limited choice this month and 
next, so don't be shy about 
using them. Among the bulbs, 
gladiolus and tuberous be­ 
gonias are due for planting 
this 
month, 
while 
dahlias 
should start going in around 
April 1. These three summer 
friends alone can carry quite 
a color load, lasting well into 
falL

The only prob­ 
lem is fitting them all in. 
For autumn and winter, 
Marinites have things all over 
gardeners in other less fa­ 
vored climates. 
As in most places, chrysan­ 
themums put on a lavish dis­ 
play, but unlike most other 
places, they are accompanied 
by a host of color companions. 
Fuchsias bloom well into fall, 
as do many other summer 
holdovers. They are joined by 
the 
vividly 
colored 
berry 
bushes such as Pyracantha 
and Cotoneaster and by fe- 
lieia, the dainty Blue Mar­ 
guerite, which does its best to 
bloom 12 months of every 
year. 


A n n u a l s are the really 
unique members of our au­ 
tumn winter parade in Marin, 
and the thing to remember is 
to plant them in tim e — in 


summer for fall bloom, In the 
earliest days of fall for winter 
bloom. 
There are many others for 
all seasons. 


To Tame The Winds 
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There’s n o t h i n g like a 
strong wind to spoil the fun 
of outdoor living. 


In the cooler months, es­ 
pecially, it can take what lit­ 
tle warmth there is right out 
of the sunshine, and even in 
summer, it can drive a man to 
shelter. 


March is often windy and a 
good 
month, 
therefore, 
to 
turn up the need for a wind­ 
break in the garden. When 
March winds start to blow 
you can get a good idea of 
how protected or unprotected 
your own outdoor living area 
really is. 


And don't think March is 
the only month to w o r r y 
about. It may get the publici­ 
ty, but wind is wherever you 
find it during the rest of the 
year, too. 
A recent note from the Cal­ 
ifornia Assn. of Nurserymen 
points 
up 
the 
problem 
of 
wind 
and 
suggests 
several 
shrubs which can be planted 
to combat it. Their selection 
depends largely on how much 
space you have. But one or 
another 
of 
the 
following 
should fill your need of a 
windbreak. 


IN 
THE 
SMALL 
garden, 
you could do no better than 
to plant one of the privets 
and let it grow up to a com­ 
manding height. Japanese Pri­ 
vet is a good choice and so is 
the Glossy Privet These are 
large-leaf varieties compared 
to those most commonly used 
in hedging, handsome as can 
be with highly polished fol­ 
iage and full, sturdy growth. 
You can 
prune these to 
hedgelike 
formality 
or 
let 
them shrub out in a less for­ 
mal manner. For screens and 
windbreaks, 
we 
recommend 


And Protect

the 
less 
formal 
treatment. 
Formal 
shearing, 
however, 
will make them suitable for 
more cramped quarters. 
The Australian Brush Cher­ 
ry makes a fine tall screen 
for sheltering the living area 
of a garden. It, too, can be 
sheared to limited spaces, but 
it is really more handsome 
when permitted to grow less 
formally. The glossy, small 
leaves, tinged with 
reddish 
bronze make a colorful back­ 
drop for outdoor living. 
The small, purplish fruit 
are edible but no great deli­ 
cacy. 
You’ll 
probably 
find 
you can live without them. 


ENGLISH 
LAUREL 
is 
a 
handsome 
shrub 
with 
big, 
glossy 
leaves, 
densely 
car­ 
ried on its branches. Left to 
its own, it will shrub out to 
make a rounded form several 
feet wide. 
It can 
also be 
pruned 
to 
a 
more 
formal 
shape, but true formality is 
not for the English Laurel. 
Pruned or unpruned, 
how­ 
ever, it makes a wonderful 
windbreak and screen for the 
small garden. English Laurel 
is one of the best tall screens 
you can plant in California. 
Last but far from least is 
that shrub of so many uses, 
the Victorian Box. As a wide, 
informal 
screen, 
Victorian 
Box has few equals. Its un­ 
dulating 
foliage, 
a 
glossy, 
deep green, has both eye ap­ 
peal and the density to pro­ 


vide good shelter from pre­ 
vailing winds. Be sure to top 
it at the desired height so that 
its tendency to grow up into 
a small tree form will be 
thwarted. It stands shearing 
but is more attractive when 
allowed to shrub out some. 
The delightful thing about 
Victorian Box is the heavenly 
perfume which its small white 
blossoms 
d i s p e n s e 
each 
spring and to some extent 
throughout summer. The frag­ 
rance is less intense than jas­ 
mine but strong enough to 
fill the air on friendly spring 
nights. Small fruits or seed 
pods follow the flowers, turn­ 
ing from green to an attrac­ 
tive shade of orange in the 
fall. 


WHILE WE have consid­ 
ered these shrubs as wind­ 
breaks 
only, 
it 
should 
be 
noted 
that 
they 
serve 
to 
screen out unwanted views 
and 
to 
give 
privacy 
also. 
These two goals are just as 
important 
to enjoyment of 
the outdoor living area as is 
a lack of wind. 


The matter of privacy, es­ 
pecially, should be a prime 
consideration, 
for 
nothing 
dampens the pleasure of a 
barbecue more than the lack 
of privacy. Even the wind is 
better than trying to enter­ 
tain guests in full view of the 
neighbors or passersby. 


Don't Plant Weeds 


Don’t plant weeds in the 
lawn, says the Lawn Institue. 
Choose lawn seed of high 
quality, under reliable brand. 
Quality seed mixes will not 
only have cleaner, weed-free 
seed, but include only grasses 
that are fine-textured.

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The Showy Begonia 
Is A Prima Donna 


The tuberous begonia is a 
prima donna in the finest 
sense of the word. 


She's showy enough to go 
it alone and. in fact, it would 
be a mistake to put some oth­ 
er plant in competition with 
her. 
Spear-bearers, yet, but 
no other sopranos, please. 


It may come as a pleasant 
surprise to you that this mag­ 
nificent gift of nature is quite 
easy to grow, not tempera­ 
mental as some of the lesser 
prima donnas. 
You do, of 
course, have to provide suit­ 
able growing c o n d i t i o n s . 
Again, these are not difficult. 


If you are not familiar with 
the tuberous-rooted begonia, 
go to your nearest nursery 
and look at the pictures on 
the bins where the tubers are 
kept. The reality, this time, 
w i l l e x c e e d the picture's 
promise. A single tuber grown 
in an eight-inch clay pot will 
give you pleasure until fall, 
but if you have space, you can 
compound this delight by get­ 
ting many tubers. 


NOW T IIE temptation will 
be to take one tuber oi each 
kind- the red, yellow, pink, 
s a l m o n , w h i t e , etc.; the 
ruffled, the single, the double, 
etc. There are so many varie­ 
ties and each so beautiful it’s 
like being a kid at a candy 
counter. 


But for the best results, 
plan to use the same color in 
masses or groups. This pro­ 
vides an impact to the eye 
that you must see to fully ap­ 
preciate, but certainly it is 
much more effective than hav­ 
ing a number of colors and 
types mixed 
To get the greatest effect, 
plant groups (or group the 
tubers you're growing in pots 
or redwood containers» of the 
same color, then use Maiden 
hair fern or Holly fern or 
Chain fern to delineate the 
start of another drift of anoth­ 
er color. 
The tuberous begonia must 
have filtered light 
such a> 


that beneath oak trees or lath 
shelters— or at least protec­ 
tion from the direct rays of 
the noon and afternoon sun. 


T H ER E MUST be a very 
high content of organic mat­ 
ter in the soil. A soil largely 
composed of such organic ma­ 
terial as peat, shredded red 
wood bark, compost, sawdust, 
shavings or c o m m e r c i a l 
mulches with 
some coarse 
builder's sand added. You can 
use a top dressing of well- 
aged «not fresh) manure after 
the tuber is planted it you in­ 
sist. 


They will want plenty of 
water and can stand overhead 
sprinkling but never water sn 
that the foliage or flowers are 
moist come nightfall. 


The tuberous begonia 
is 
perfect when massed around 
the base of trees However, if 
the roots of the tree are near 
the surface and it is at all 
hard to dig down, the best 
thing to do is plant the tubers 
in pots and sink the pots in 
the ground. If there is no dif­ 
ficulty in digging down, you 
can plant the tubers directly 
in the ground — p r o v i d e d 
you’ve worked plenty of or­ 
ganic material into the sod. 


THE T U BER will be con­ 
cave on one side 
that's the 
part to plant up. Set the tu­ 
ber on the soft, humus-filled 
soil and press in so the top is 
just above the surface. Now 
keep the soil moist but not 
wet and when buds begin to 
form give the begonia its first 
feeding 
Any complete plant 
food will do but probably the 
best to use are the soluble or 
liquid fish types. 


Don't try to baby these 
beauties They may look deli­ 
cate and tropical and difficult 
but they aren't. 
Just keep 
them inoist and every few 
weeks give them a light dose 
of food and you will have 
flowers so big and beautiful 
you won’t believe they grew 
in your own garden'

cedent pot plants and in hang­ 
ing baskets. In both these 
situations excellent drainage 
is assured so you w ill have no 
problems- if you keep mois­ 
ture off the foliage at night. 
If. perchance, you should find 
mildew on some of the leaves, 
ask your nursery man for some 
fungicide. You can control it 
in short order. 


IN HANGING baskets you 
usually plant ttnee tubers to 
give full coverage 
You must 
realize that the first year you 
will get only modest bloom 
from these basket types — 
comparatively modest. 
The 
second year and thereafter 
you’ll reap the reward of pa­ 
tience whether in the ground, 
in pots or hanging baskets, 
your tuberous begonias will 
live a long life if you give 
them a Uttle carc. 
In fact, 
10-year-old tubers are not too 
uncommon. 


The plot is, when it gets 
along in October or Novem­ 
ber. start giving them less 
water. Lift them out of the 
ground tops and all before 
lrost hits. 
You can put the 
plant in a box in the basement 
or garage until the top comes 
off naturally and easily leav­ 
ing a big. plump tuber. Then 
you wash the tubers gently 
don’t damage the roots on the 
bottom—and store them in 
flats where the air can circu­ 
late around them. 


Easy, yes. but take that 
little care and you’ll have bet* 
i 
ter and better begonias each 
year.

In Indoor Water Garden 
Lends Drama To The Home 


An indt>or water garden Is 
an excellent way to decorate 
the home with plants that are 
sturdy, long-lived, and lushly 
dramatic. 
Plants capable of forming 
roots and thriving when they 
are kept in ordinary water in­ 
clude philodendron, miniature 
and variegated ivies, Chinese 
evergreen, silver pothos, and 
wandering Jew' 
To start an indoor water 
garden, remove healthy plants 
carefully 
from 
pots. 
Soil 
should be gently broken from 
the roots, and the rest of the 
earth flushed away by rinsing 
under lukewarm water. Then 
plants may be arranged in 
containers, and shells, coral 
or pebbles added so the plant 
roots can cling to them. 
To keep water sweet and 
clear, add a small piece of 
charcoal. 
Extremely unusual decora­ 
tive effeets can be obtained 
through careful selection of 
plants, accessories, and con­ 
tainers One suggestion is lush 


philodendron in a tall, taper­ 
ing green-tint glass bottle. An­ 
other has silver pothos in a 
glass-bloek type vase partially 
filled with sea shells, or in a 
Riant brandy snifter contain­ 
ing glass slag. 
Of course, for wall decora­ 
tions. few decorative effects 
can lie as attractive as minia­ 
ture ivy cascading from a 
small clear glass container, 
available in literally hundreds 
of different shapes and sizes. 
For an attractive 
indoor 
water garden, choose from a 
large variety of plants and ac­ 
cessories, or let your florist 
arrange a grouping that gives 
maximum beauty with mini­ 
mum care.

Visit a spring garden show 
and ask the first 10 people 
you see: “ What are your fa­ 
vorite flowers in the show?” 


It’s an odds on bet that 
most of them will answer, 
“ azaleas.” 


Azaleas and their cousins, 
rhododendrons, are undoubt­ 
edly 
the 
showiest 
of 
our 
spring 
blooming 
plants 
in 
California and we who live 
here are extremely fortunate 
to be able to grow them so 
easily. Except in the Deep 
South, there are no other 
states in ihe nation which can 
grow any and all of these 
lovely fixtures of spring. 


TO L A B E L them as favor­ 
ites of spring is correct, but 
some azaelas h a v e b e e n 
showing occasional color since 
last fall. These are primarily 
the Belgian Indicas, some of 
which break their first blooms 
when 
summer 
is 
scarcely 
over. After a flush of color in 
October and Non ember, they 
taper off with spotted blooms 
until s p r i n g w h e n they 
launch into full bloom once 
again. 


The gardener can make his 
selection of these Belgian In­ 
dicas any time during late 
winter and early spring, for 
they are sure to be showing 
color in most nursery show- 
yards. Some varieties that are 
typical of the breed are Blush­ 
ing Bride, Albert and Eliza­ 
beth, 
Paul 
Schame, 
Sweet 
Sixteen, Dr. 
Bergman, and 
Rose Queen. There are dozens 
of Belgian !ndicas other than 
these, however, and the gar­ 
dener should not shop for 
them with any fixed ideas. 
The above names will help 
you identify the type. 


Perhaps the “ hottest azal­ 
eas to hit the nursery trade 
in many a year are the Sun

cas. These are mainstays in 
the southern states and make 
up major portions of the won­ 
derful azalea gardens in Mo­ 
bile, 
Charleston 
and 
other 
places there. 


UNTIL RECENTLY 
how 
ever, 
they 
have 
not 
been 
widely distributed in Califor­ 
nia. Their popularity started 
in Southern California, where 
they are better adapted to 
warm 
weather 
than 
some 
others, 
and 
it 
has 
slowly 
spread north where garden­ 
ers knew a good thing when 
they saw it coming. 
The Sun Azaleas are typi­ 
fied by named varieties Bril­ 
liant, Fielders White, George 
L. Taber, P h o e n i c i a and 
Southern Charm. Here again, 
there 
are 
many 
others to 
choose from. These azaleas 
earned their common name 
by a willingness to grow in 
full sun. Don't 1m afraid to 
give them some shade, how­ 
ever, for they love it. 


The only thing they really 
resent is reflected heat, so 
keep them away from south 
and west-facing foundations 
and from other heat traps. 


T H I R D MOST popular azal­ 
ea type is the Kurume azalea. 
These Japanese natives are 
typified by the varieties Cor­ 
al Bells, Wards Ruby and 
Hexe. They are profuse in 
bloom and the flower size is 
smaller than on the indicas. 
They make good sized shrubs 
in time, handsome additions 
to the garden whether they 
are in bloom or not. 


A fourth type of azalea 
which is popular in California 
— especially here in northern 
California— is the Mollis Hy­ 
brid. 
These 
are 
deciduous 
azaleas, breaking out with a 
rush of bloom that smothers

the plants before any leaves 
begin to arrive. These will 
make good sized shrubs in 
time and provide gardeners 
who grow them with brilliant 
splashes of color. They are 
colorful in fall, too, when the 
leaves turn to crimson and 
orange before dropping off. 
Plant them where you won’t 
mind their winter bareness. 


RHODODENDRONS are big 
brothers (or big cousins) of 
the azaleas and if you com­ 
pare their blooms, you will 
easily note the similarities. 
They are ideally suited to cli­ 
mates here around San Fran­ 
cisco Bay and this is where 
they get their major play in 
the state. They love growing 
under oaks, and mature plant­ 
ings will actually grow right 
up into the oak trees, giving 
the illusion that the oaks are 
blooming. 


Be they azaleas or rhodo­ 
dendrons, they have the same 
liking for a rich, acid soil, 
plenty of 
moisture 
at the 
roots and overhead, too. and “ 
regular 
feeding. 
Ask 
your 
nurseryman to recommend a i 
good plant food or foods. 


Work plenty of leaf mold 
into the soil at planting and 
mulch with peat moss and 
leaf mold to conserve mois­ 
ture and to increase acidity j 
in the soil.

If you have an area too 
large for lawn, then try part 
lawn and part substitute. 


IF YOU HAVE a sloping 
area that is hard to keep wa­ 
tered, a parking strip that’s 
a problem to mow, plant a 
substitute. 
You'll usually be ahead of 
the game. 
The California 
Assn. 
of 
Nurserymen tells us that the 
first 
essential 
to 
planting 
either a lawn or its stand-in is 
a good seedbed or planting 
bed. The ground should be 


well worked and for seed it 
should be raked smooth and 
free of clods. Ground covers 
may be planted with less 
preparation; 
but 
thorough 
cultivation will assure a faster 
start in life. 
The single most important 
step to establishing a fine 


Make The Space 
For Vegetable 
Garden Count 


As garden space becomes 
ever smaller, the home vege­ 
table garden becomes more 
and more scarce. And the 
gardener who would grow his 
own food — or part of it — 
should seek the greatest har­ 
vest from what limited space 
he has. 
Pole B**ans (about one pole 
to each member of the fam­ 
ily), squash (Summer, Crook- 
neck. etc.), tomatoes planted 
against a sun-warmed fence 
or wall, are three vegetables 
that produce heavily without 
taking up much space. 
Supplement 
these 
wi t h 
some pot-grown herbs and 
you have the makings of 
many a good dish. 


carpet of grass is to work 
humus galore into the plant­ 
ing area. Peat moss and steer 
manure are both excellent 
humus builders and nursery­ 
men find it's hard to over­ 
supply either. 
If you rent a power tiller, 
be sure to use it for working 
in humus before returning it. 
Once the bed is prepared, 
consult your dealer about the 
various lawn seed mixes. And 
once the lawn is planted, be 
sure it never dries out while 
it is getting started. A top lay­ 
er of peat or manure helps to 
conserve moisture. 


AS FOR LAWN substitutes 
such as Ivy, Thyme, Dichon- 
dra and others, your nursery­ 
man can define their com­ 
parative merits.

To assure a weed free 
planting, you might consider 
preplanting sterilization of 
the soil, eliminating noxious 
weed seed.

In Your Garden 


These Stalwarts Can Contribute 
A Lot To Your Landscaping Plan 


Summer - blooming peren­ 
nials deserve a better break 
than they get from most Cali­ 
fornia gardeners. 
They may not provide the 
same ‘Tiot of color” which 
annuals are capable of, but 
individually, they more than 
hold their own, and when 
used for spot color to round 
out a border, perennials can 
be mightily appealing. 


WE KNOW OF few an­ 
nuals, for instance, with the 
individual beauty of a Trans­ 
vaal Daisy. 
The 
aristocratic 
bearing 
and lovely pastel colors of 
this African import make it 
a featured plant in any gar­ 
den. Nurserymen offer Trans­ 
vaal Daisies in gallon cans, 
and the plants should be set 
no deeper than you find them 
in the can. They must have 
perfect drainage to thrive. 
Day Lilies arc usually over­ 
looked by the gardener who 
seeks easy color. 
They re­ 
quire no cultural effort, yet 
Day Lilies will give you many 
weeks of bloom. Plant them 
on the edge of a lawn, where 
normal 
watering 
reaches 
them, 
and 
start 
enjoying 
their warm, vibrant colors. 


Shasta Daisies should be In 
every California garden, not 
only as a tribute to Luther 
Burbank. 
who 
developed 
them, but for their rugged 
good looks under all manner 
of conditions. Shasta Daisies 
literally thrive on neglect, 
but they bloom longer and 
more profusely with water 
and regular cutting. 


THERE 
ARE many such 
perennials for Northern Cali­ 
fornians to try. 
Tall garden Phlox, with its 
gorgeous heads of bloom in 
many colors, are showpieces 
when given the sun and water 
they need. 
Japanese Anem 
ones, those tall Windflowers 
of old-fashioned gardens, will 
highlight the rear of a semi­ 
shaded border in late sum­ 
mer and fall. 
Hybrid Ga- 
zanias, lush improvements on 
the old parking-strip daisy, 
provide a rich and sun-loving 
cover for a problem embank­ 
ment.

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The 
distinction 
between 
wax and green beans is only 
a slight difference in flavor 
and color.

great differences in culture 
between bush and pole beans. 
Pole beans are not as hardy 
as bush beans, so cannot be 
planted until the weather is 
settled and the soil warm. On 
the other hand, bush beans 
may be planted as early as a 
week before average date of 
last frost. 


POLE BEANS need more 
attention than bush beans be­ 
cause poles must be set for 
them and, as they grow, they

Those who 
don’t start from scratch, re­ 
new old plantings by cutting 
them back in late fall or early 
spring, sacrificing a 
short 
period of bloom while the 
new growth takes hold. 
There is something to be 
said for the annual replanting 
of new Marguerites since, as 
with their ‘ cousin’’ Chrysan­ 
themums, they seem healthier 
and happier when young. Un­ 
like Chrysanthemums, how­ 
ever, they don't need any 
pampering to keep them at 
their best. 


must be trained and some­ 
times tied to these supports. 
Bush beans do not need this 
care. 
However, pole beans con­ 
tinue to grow, bloom ano 
ripen beans all summer long 
from one planting, while bush 
beans usually must be plant­ 
ed every two or three weeks 
until the beginning of August 
to insure steady picking. 
Most 
varieties 
of 
bush 
beans will bear a second 
crop if plants are left in 
place after the first is har­ 
vested. But there will be a 
long time of no production 
before that second crop is 
ready to pick. 
Just as with other vege­ 
tables, plant breeders have 
been at work with beans, with 
the result that varieties have 
been bred to ripen all their 
crop at once, like Pearlgreen, 
which has white seeds. This 
makes th?m ideal to grow for 
the person who wishes to 
can or freeze beans since the 
entire operation may be done 
at one time. 


OTHER VARIETIES h a v e 
been especially bred to resist 
the commonest bean diseases, 
like mosaic, greasy pod and 
powdery mildew. The same 
variety 
Pearlgreen, 
m e n - 
tioned above, is resistant to 
mosaic, Topcrop resists that 
disease and also greasy pod. 
Wade is resistant to mosaic 
and powdery mildew. 
Such resistance will mean 
little to you unless you have 
had trouble, in previous years, 
with one or another of these 
diseases. In this case, choose 
a variety which is resistant 
to the disease you fear. 


SOME BEANS are especial­ 
ly productive. Executive and 
Gardengrcen are two of these, 
but there are many others, 
including the older variety, 
Bountiful. 
Still other beans may be 
used fresh or dried, a f t e r 
their seeds have mtaured at 
the end of the season. Stream­ 
liner, Italian Bean and Ten 
dcrpod are among these vari­ 
eties. 
There are fewer new vari­ 
eties among yellow pod or 
wax beans than among the

green beans. Cherokee a n d 
Choctaw are both good wax 
beans; Choctaw a particularly 
heavy yielder. Kinghom wax 
is recommended for freezing 
or canning as well as use 
when fresh. Pencil Pod wax, 
an older variety, is still first 
class. 
Among pole beans, Ken­ 


tucky Wonder continues to 
have wonderful flavor and is 
available in a rust resistant 
strain, as well as in a yellow 
color as Kentucky Wonder 
Wax. 


BLUE COCO is said to have 
the finest eating quality of 
any bean. The blue color of 


its pods turns green when 
cooked. 
The ornamental S c a r l e t 
Runner bean and its white- 
flowered 
counterpart 
bear 
beans which are edible and, 
for the lazy person who dis­ 
likes even the picking. Yard- 
Ixmg beans (really 18 to 28 
inches long) are available. 


THE KOHLRABI is a little known and much misunderstood 
vegetable.

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Coat Of Paint For Fence 
Will Serve Two Purposes 


The 
pleasing 
effect 
cre­ 
ated by a brand new paint job 
on your house can be spoiled 
by a shabby, weather-beaten 
fence. Painting the fence not 
only will remove it from the 
eyesore category; it will pro­ 
long its life by protecting it 
from the elements. 
Each of the two major types 
of fences, metal and wood, re­ 
quires a different paint treat­ 
ment. Probably the best and 
quickest way to paint a wire 
fence is with a long-napped 
roller which will “ embrace” 
the wire and coat the surface 
in a single pass. Rollers also 
speed up th e painting of 
fences made of round iron 
bars or rods. Square rods may 
require brush treatment. 


M ETA L FEN C ES that have 
not been previously painted 
must first be given a coat of 
anti-corrosive metal primer. 
If there is any rust, it should 
be removed with steel wool, 
followed by a brushing to 
take off any loose dirt. Gal­ 
vanized wire fences require 
a special primer known as 
zinc dust zinc oxide paint or. 
if that is not available, a zinc 
chromate primer. 


After the primer coat has 
dried 
hard, 
follow 
with a 
decorative top coat of exter­ 
ior enamel 
You can match 
the color of the house, the 
color of the trim or any con­ 
trasting color. 


The 
construction 
of 
the 
wooden fence will determine, 
to a large degree, the best 
method of application If the 
boards and siats touch each 
other, you can use a regular 
house paint brush, a larger 
roller or a spray gun If the 
space between the boards or 
pickets is small, a smaller 
brush or roller will be better. 
It may be possible to coat 
both edges of adjacent slats 


at the same time with a slim 
roller. 


N EW WOODEN fencing, as 
well as bare spots on old 
fences, should be given an 
initial coat of house paint 
primer. This should be fol­ 
lowed, when dry, with regular 
house paint in the color of 
your choice, or you can use 
trim and trellis paint or ex­ 
terior enamel. 
If you have some kind of a 
masonry fence or wall, it re­ 
quires a paint that will resist 
the alkali present in cement, 
concrete and mortar. Good 
service will be given by exter­ 
ior latex masonry or house 
paints, swimming pool paints 
or oil modified m a s o n r y 
paints. 


Variegation 
Adds Spice 
To Garden 


It's amusing when you stop 
to consider it. that variega­ 
tion in the foliage of a plant 
usually means the plant is 
lacking 
in 
food. 
However, 
many 
plants 
actually 
have 
variegated foliage. 
Like the knots in pine, how­ 
ever, this break in a plant's 
color has been turned to good 
horticultural use. Today we 
find nurseries full of varie­ 
gated shrubs and their popu­ 
larity is on the increase. 
Their overuse can be un­ 
appealing, but their judicious 
placement in shrub borders 
can provide a real key to 
variety in the garden. Spot 
them here and there where 
they will stand out against 
darker green companions, or 
feature them in limited ac­ 
companiment to their own 
kind.

Protect Your Shade Trees 
Against Pesky Caterpillars 
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Watch 
your shade 
trees 
and ornamental shrubs for 
leaf-eating caterpillars. 
And when you find any of 
these pests, spray as soon as 
possible 
to 
prevent 
plant 
damage. 
These leaf eaters are the 
immature form of a number 
of different genera and spe­ 
cies of insects. This accounts 
for the variations in body 
structure, color, time of ap­ 
pearance and feeding habits 
of the caterpillars you may 
find on your trees. 


S O M E 
M O V E freely over 
the 
tree, 
relying on cam­ 
ouflaging 
coloration, 
body 
spines or other physical char­ 
acteristics 
f o r 
protection 
against natural enemies. Oth­ 
ers spin large, silken webs 
and a few. such as the bag- 
worm, use leaf and twig frag­ 
ments to build around their 
l»odies spindle-shaped struc­ 
tures which they carry con­ 
stantly as they feed and move 
about. 
Some species of caterpillars 
feed only on broad-leaved 
trees and shrubs, some only 
on 
evergreens, 
and 
others 
may be found on both decidu­ 
ous and evergreen plants. 
Normally, the feeding pe­ 
riod for any given species is 
completed within four to six 
weeks. Caterpillars are vora­ 
cious eaters, however, and 
when many are present even 
a large tree may be entirely 
stripped of its leaves. 
Since each leaf is a minia­ 
ture 
“ factory” 
where 
raw 
tood materials are converted 
to forms suitable for plant 
use, loss of many leaves re­ 
sults in distinct injury to the 
plant, (»rowth for that season 
is retarded, and the tree or 
-hrub may lie so weakened 
that it succumbs to other sec­ 
ondary ailments. 


CONTROL measures should 
b< 
applied while the cater­ 
pillars are still young and 


small. Detection of the pests 
at this stage requires fre­ 
quent and rather close exam­ 
ination of the trees. Inspect 
the undersides of the leaves; 
this is where young caterpil­ 
lars usually begin feeding 
l hey are noticeable as tiny, 
thread-like worms; you may 
find several on a single leaf. 
Effective 
insecticides 
in­ 
clude arsenate of lead. DDT. 
malathion and others which 
are available at garden sup­ 
ply stores. 
These materials 
are applied in spray form. 
The 
manufacturer’s 
direc­ 
tions for use, which you will 
find on the container label, 
should be followed exactly. 
For best control 
results, 
the infested plant should be 
covered thoroughly with the 
spray 
material. 
Hand-oper­ 
ated garden sprayers are ade­ 
quate for small plants, but 
when large trees are involved 
a reputable tree service or­ 
ganization should be engaged 
to do the spraying. 


Sometimes 
No Paint 


Is Needed 


A garden hose sometimes 
can be an effective substitute 
for a paint brush in giving a 
fresh look to a house with 
wood siding. 
Wood that appears to need 
painting often needs nothing 
more than a cleaning. 
The quickest and easiest, 
way to accomplish this is by 
rinsing the siding with water 
from a hose Aside from the 
cleansing action of the water, 
the pressure from the hose 
helps to pu*h the dirt from 
the wood.

T h e California 
Assn. o f 
Nurserymen points up this 
dual role of citrus as a re­ 
minder to gardeners in the 
non-citrus belts. 


YOl DON’T have to eat an 
orange or a grapefruit to en­ 
jo y it. The ornamental quali- 
tieg of the whole family can 
be enjoyed up and down the 
state. 
In our coastal climates too 
cool to sweeten up an orange, 
an orange tree full of color 
can still be yours. And even 
where winter f r o s t s a r e 
known to be severe, tubbed 
dwarf citrus can be tucked 
into sheltered pockets out of 
harm’s way. 
Actually, even here out of 
a citrus belt, the dwarf mem­ 
bers of the family serve y 'or 
purpose w ell They bear heav­ 
ily for their size, and the 
fruit is of standard quality if 
you can bear to pick and eat 
such a colorful contribution 
to the garden. 
Ther.* was a time when the 
dwarf Meyer Lemon was just 
about the only dwarf «itrus 
you ever saw. Today, the gar­ 
dener has his pick of an ever- 
increasing number of varie­ 
ties. Oranges, k u m q u a t s , 
limes, Mandarins, grapefruit 
and lemons come your way in 
container-sized 
versions 
of 
their orchard-grown counter­ 
parts They are bred for home 
gardening and need only a 
minimum of space. 


BY GRO W ING these dwarfs 
in tubs, you can often harvest 
edible oranges in areas too 
cool to ripen them properly. 
The trick is to place the tub 
against a wall that reflects 
heat and helps to create more 


thermal conditions than nor­ 
mally prevail. 
Unless you are starved for 
a fresh-picked orange, how­ 
ever, you'll probably elect to 
leave the crop on your tubbed 
dwarf. As we noted above, it 
looks so nice that it’s really 
a shame to harvest it. 


The Balsam: 
A Bush Filled 
With Blooms 


"Bushes filled with bloom” 
is a good description of the 
modern annual balsams. 
The fully double flowers 
look like miniature roses and 
are borne on the top of the 
plant (quite unlike the old- 
time balsams which had flow­ 
ers underneath the leaves). 
BA LSA M S ARK e a s y to 
grow from seeds sown in the 
soil outdoors after all danger 
of frost is over. Cover the 
seeds to a depth of one-eighth 
inch and walk along, one foot 
in front of the other, over the 
planted row to firm soil to 
seeds. 
After the seedlings grow 
four inches high, transplant 
them to stand 18 inches apart. 
You can plant them solidly, 
for a mass of color, or group 
them, about a dozen plants to 
the group, in spaces where 
spring - flowering 
perennials 
have bloomed or for colorful 
a c c e n t s in front of ever­ 
greens. 
Wherever you set them for 
plants so that you get the ef­ 
fect of massed bloom. Few 
other annuals have flowers 
spaced so closely. 
W IIK N 
buying

seeds, remember that there 
are dwarf sorts for bedding, 
taller varieties for specimens. 
All the double flowers prefer 
heavy soil and quite a bit of 
moisture. 


You Can Choose 
From Many Vines 


And There Are Plenty Of Good 


Reasons For Planting Some 
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You could name several 
reasons for planting vines__ 
to screen off an unsightly 
view, to cover a bare wall or 
lend texture to an otherwise 
uninteresting fence— but the 
reason most of us give first is 
simply that vines can produce 
such a colorful show in the 
garden. 


There's no minimizing the 
contribution of a flowering 
vine which likes to climb up 
high and show off its bloom. 
In Marin we have an ex­ 
ceptionally good selection of 
flowering vines, and the one 
that usually comes first to 
mind is Bougainvillea 
This 
dazzler stands unchallenged 
when it comes to vivid color, 
and while one thinks first of 
the common purple f o r m 
which has been a California 
landmark fo r generations, 
there are many newer hy­ 
brids to make Bougainvillea 
more useful. 
Visit a nurseryman and 
check the selection of Bou­ 
gainvillea varieties he has to 
off«*. You may be surprised 
to find not one. but several 
red forms as well as a golden- 
flowered variety to supple­ 
ment 
the 
familiar 
purple 
standby. Ask to see Barbara 
Karst (red), Crimson Jewel 
(red). Texas Dawn (rose-pink), 
Orange King (gold to rose) 
and California Gold. There are 
others, too. 


BO UG AIN VILLEA 
stands 
almost any cultural condition 
you want to give it, but it 
blooms more profusely and 
with better color when kept 
slightly on the dry side. If 
grown where frequently wa­ 
tered, Bougainvillea should 
have good drainage. Under no 
circumstances should you feed 
this vine. It only cuts down 
on the bloom. 
Another vine that puts forth 
myriad blooms is the Star 


Jasmine. Although it has none 
of the bold color display of 
Bougainvillea, it has a won­ 
derful sedate charm which 
endears it to gardeners. The 
tiny pinwheels of bloom — a 
creamy white— are haunting- 
ly fragrant and surprisingly 
prominent against the rich 
green foliage of the vine fab­ 
ric. 


We use Star Jasmine to 
climb a pillar or cover a trel­ 
lis, but w’e also use it as a 
ground cover by tying its 
stems down and letting them 
mound up in a jumble of 
pleasant foliage and flower. 
Nurserymen 
al so 
suggest 
growing it in a tub. using a 
center stake to train it up and 
keeping it pruned to discour­ 
age overgrowth. 


You can give Star Jasmine 
full sun here near the coast. 


THE ARE several trumpet 
vines available in nurseries, 
and one that is sure to please 
is 
the 
Lavender 
Trumpet 
Vine. 


This vigorous climber pro­ 
duces dark green foliage and 
3-inch trumpet 
flowers in 
spring and summer. Another 
for spring-summer bloom is 
the Yellow Trumpet Vine and 
an excellent variety for shel­ 
tered gardens is the Scarlet 
Trumpet Vine. You see this 
r a m b l in g , bright flowered 
beauty more in southern Cali­ 
fornia especially, but also in 
our north 
coastal 
gardens 
where a sheltered spot can be 
found for it 


It is more tender than other 
trumpet vines, however, and 
is apt to freeze when grown 
away from the coast. 


One of the best vines intro­ 
duced in California from more 
tropical climates is the Giant 
Burmese Honeysuckle. Here 
along the coastal strip, where 
winters are mildest, you find

wonderful, free-flowering spe­ 
cimens of this handsome vine. 


GIANT BURM ESE Honey­ 
suckle produces an incredible 
surge of growth when once it 
settles down to growing. The 
big. glossy leaves will com­ 
pletely cover a good-sized wall 
or an arbor, and the clusters 
of long, tubular yellow or 
white flowers hang in profu­ 
sion through several warm 
months of the year. Their 
honeysuckle 
fragrance will 
keep you happy over an equal­ 
ly long time. 


Full sun is not too much 
for the Giant Burmese Honey, 
suckle, though part shade will 
not bother it. Plenty of water 
with good drainage will hast­ 
en the early growth. 
Gardeners who are unfamil­ 
iar with vines should ask a 
nurseryman what type of sup­ 
port they need. Some climb 
by twining; others hang on 
with tendrils, and still others 
have little suction cups to 
grip a wall. Just be sure you 
know which has what before 
you start training it upward.
